Gross wgges and standards of liv- 
ing will be frozen next year at their 
1985 level if a S21.2 billion budget 
frame work the Treasury will prop- 
ose at the cabinet on Sunday is 
approved. 

The budget proposal is based on a 
£600 million slash from the current 
year's spending levels. 

The Treasury calls for price hikes 
for subsidized goods, imposition of 
fees for visits to doctors, tuition for 
high school and the sacking of some 
5.000 workers from the public sec- 
tor. 

Among ministers and government 
officials there is scepticism about the 
chances of the cabinet accepting the 
Treasury's ideas. Nevertheless Fi- 
nance Minister Moda'i is determined 
to present the proposal on Sunday. 

Reliable sources said Moda'i will 
stress to the ministers that the prop- 
osed cut is the only way to achieve 
the targets of his economic policy. 
Moda'i will stress that if the govern- 
ment wanes to ensure price stability 
and to enable the economy to re- 
sume its growth, the budget should 
be slashed by that amount. 

Moda'i will also repeat what he 
has told Premier Peres .n the last 
weeks: that to prevent an increase in 
labour costs to the private sector a 
comprehensive tax reform must be 
introduced. This will make neces- 
sary the cut in the budget, since the 
reform will entail lower tax rates and 
tax revenue. 


The Treasury will present the 
cabinet with two basic alternatives. 
The first is based on a slash of 
SISOm. from the Defence Ministry 
budget. S53m. from education and 
$39m. from health. Subsidies for 
basic foodstuffs would be axed by 
$105m. and export-boosting incen- 
tives by $77m. Other cuts will affect 
other ministries and bodies, includ- 
ing universities and local authorities, 
totalling S56m. 

The second alternative will be 
based on a smaller cut in defence, 
health and education. To compen- 
sate. other ministries' budgets will 
be cut by larger sums. 

According to the budget projec- 
tions, the balance of payments will 
continue to improve in 1986. By the 
end of next year foreign-currency 
reserves are to increase by some 
S800m., compared with SlOOm. if 
the budget is left intact. 

The rate of exchange is to remain 
stable in the near future. The budget 
foresees a devaluation only if labour 
costs rise as a result of a rise in 
wages. A devaluation could also be 
caused by a fall in export profitabil- 
ity to below the level of the first half 
of 1985. 

The gross national product is to 
rise by some 3.5 per cent and invest- 
ments are to increase by some 6 per 
cent, after plunging by almost 16 per 
cent this vear. 

In fiscal 1986/87 the Treasury 
will have to repay some $800 million 
less than in the current year. The

No Soviet J ewry exodus 
unless it’s to Israel — Peres 


K1 AMES HA LAKE. New York 
(JTA). - ‘■The gates of emigration 
will not be opened up again unless 
Soviet Jews go straight to Israel,” 
Prime Minister Peres yesterday said 
in a special TV broadcast to 3.000 
delegates at the United Synagogue 
of America biennial convention 
here. 

The United Synagogue, the con- 
gregational arm of the Conservative 
Movement, is holding the conven- 
tion at the Concord Hotel here in the 
Catskill Mountains. 

Peres based this assertion on pri- 
vate conversations “direct and in- 
direct'* that he and other Israeli 
officials have held with Soviet diplo- 
mats. 

Addressing the convention via 
satellite from Jerusalem, the pre- 
mier also said that the Labour Party 
would continue to oppose any 
attempt to change the Law of Re- 


turn. "I believe that if another test 
vote will come in the Knesset, the 
majority will reject any changes in 
the existing law,” he added. 

Peres pleaded for a 10 to 51 -year 
moratorium on the problem. “This is 
an issue that divides us. Let us con- 
centrate on those problems that 
keep us together.” he said, suggest- 
ing such common concerns as Soviet 
Jewry, peace in the Middle East, and 
improving Jewish education. 

Peres said of Soviet Jewry: “We 
must keep this issue alive, diplomati- 
cally and publicly, to win the day.” 
He was told that yesterday morning 
the United Synagogue sent tele- 
grams to President Reagan and 
Soviet leader Gorbachev, calling for 
discussions at the summit by the two 
leaders “on this grave human-rights 
question.” The messages were 
signed by 1,843 delegates represent- 
ing hundreds of synagogues from the 
U.S. and Canada. 


Burg offers resignation with reservation

Religious Affairs Minister Yosef 
Burg said last night that next week 
he “will return my mandate (to serve 
as minister ) to the executive commit- 
tee of the National Religious Party,” 
but implied that he would be willing 
to stay on until the N RP elections are 
held next year. 

More killed in wars 
than on roads since 
state established 

Jerusalem Post Staff 
Because of a reduction in traffic 
accidents during recent years, the 
number of people killed on the roads 
since 1948 is no longer greater than 
the number of dead in the nation's 
wars. 

Moshe Amirov, bead of the Road 
Safety Authority, told a Knesset sub- 
committee yesterday that 13,960 jpeo- 
l 1 pie had died in road mishaps since the 
'establishment of the state. He said 
15.846 have died in wars during the 
same time. 

He added that last month there was 
a 30 per cent drop in traffic fatalities 
as compared with September. 


Speaking last night on Israel Tele- 
visiou’s Moked programme. Burg 
said that with this statement he was 
making good a pledge made last year 
to resign by November 1985. Burg 
has served as a cabinet minister in 
practically all governments since 
1951. 

Burg noted, however, that “I have 
heard that there are many people in 
the party who want me to stay at my 
post until the party elections.” 

NRP secretary-general Zevulun 
Hammer, who was also interviewed 
on the programme, said that Burg's 
statement raises a “question of cre- 
dibility,” and said that another 
minister should be chosen now. He 
said that he himself is “not eager at 
the moment to enter the cabinet.”

PLO to reconsider 
resolutions 242, 338 


BAGHDAD (Reuter). - Palestine 
Liberation Organization leaders will 
reconsider their rejection of UN re- 
solutions 242 and 338 today at the 
request of Jordan's King Hussein. 
Arabic diplomatic sources here said 
yesterday. 

The meeting of the PLO Execu- 
tive Committee, due to have opened 
yesterday, was pushed back one day 
to allow for more preparations. 

The king and PLO chairman Yas- 
ser Arafat, who met twice in Amman 
last week, decided in February to 
work jointly for a Middle East settle- 
ment that would provide for a 


Jordanian-Palestinian confederation 
to be agreed by an international 
conference. 

Arafat arrived in Baghdad yester- 
day after a two-day trip to New Delhi 
and immediately went into meetings 
to prepare for today’s deliberations. 

Arab sources said the committee 
would review PLO rejection of UN 
resolutions implying Israel's right to 
exist, the hijacking last month of the 
Italian Achille Laura cruise liner, 
other Palestinian issues and finance. 

The U.S. reiterated Tuesday that 
it would not negotiate with the PLO 
until it accepts the two UN resolu-

Swiss arrest Shcharansky, 
then free her with apology

GENEVA. - Swiss police arrested 
Avital Shcharansky yesterday as she 
stood down the street from the 
Soviet mission in a silent vigil to call 
for the liberation of her husband 
Anatoly. 

According to Canadian Irwin Cot- 
ler, longtime lawyer for the Shchar- 
ansky family, Shcharansky was 
taken to a local prison and held for 
about 2 Vi hours before being re- 
leased after protests by the U.S., 

Israeli and Canadian governments. 

Shcharansky. who was said to have 
returned to her hotel here, could not 


be reached immediately for com- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, the five Jewish activ- 
ists who were arrested Tuesday for 
holding a sit-in in the offices of the 
Soviet airline Aeroflot here were 
rearrested by Geneva police yester- 
day afternoon after a local magis- 
trate had ordered them freed. The 
five activists, who included former 
Prisoner of Zion Yosef Men- 
delevitch. were being held incom- 
municado last night at Geneva Air- 
port under an Order of Imminent 
Expulsion, and are expected to be 
expelled from Switzerland this

Summit talks end 
in ‘broad agreement’ 


GENEVA. - President Ronald 
Reagan and Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev ended their 
formal summit discussions here 
yesterday, and a U.S. official 
said they had reached “broad 
areas of agreement.” 

A White House spokesman said 
American and Russian aides had 
already reached agreement on how 
to depict the talks and would present 
their final versions to the two leaders 
later last night. 

A Kremlin spokesman indicated 
earlier that Gorbachev may have 
paved the way for a joint declaration 
of success by moderating his de- 
mands that the summit produce a 
ban on Reagan's “Star Ware" space- 
defence programme. . . 

The two leaders met for two long 
rounds of private sessions yesterday 
while their aides negotiated separ- 
ately to tie up two days of discussions 
on arms control, human rights, bi- 
lateral relations and regional con- 
flicts. 

The White House spokesman said 
it was possible that the two sides 
would issue a joint statement. 
Reagan, asked by reporters if be 
would meet Gorbachev today, re- 
plied: “I think we'll probably be 
seeing each other.” 

The U.S. side gave no indication if 
there had been agreement on major 
issues of substance, saying only that 
the continuing discussions between 
both sides covered wording and pre- 
sentation. 

Gorbachev scheduled a news con- 
ference for 10 a.m. today, but the 
White House spokesman said 


Reagan had still not reached a deri- 
sion on how to convey the outcome 
of the first U.S-Soviet summit for six 
years. 

One possibility under considera- 
tion was a joint appearance by the 
two leaders before the press. 

Officials on both sides stressed 
there had been a good atmosphere 
throughout the meeting and that 
Reagan and Gorbachev had estab- 
lished a good rapport. 

“For two leaders who have spent 
over four hours in private talks I 
would think the chemistry must be 
very good.” the White House 
spokesman said. 

At a midday news conference, a 
Soviet spokesman said Reagan and 
Gorbachev had discussed the pros- 
pect of future summits and possible 
visits to each others' countries. 

Reagan is to brief 12 Nato heads of 
government in Brussels today on the 
summit talks. Nato officials said 
yesterday. 

He is later to fly to Washington to 
brief the Congress.

All Washington's allies in the 16- 
nation alliance except France, 
Greece and Spain will be repre- 
sented by their prime ministers. 
France and Spain will be represented 
by foreign ministers and Greece by 
its deputy prime minister. 

West German radio said- Gor- 
bachev will go to Prague today to 
brief Warsaw Pact allies. 

In Geneva, however, a Kremlin 


spokesman said Gorbachev would 
return directly to Moscow. 

Meanwhile. Reagan and Gor- 
bachev yesterdav entered the fray 
over White House Chief of Staff 
Donald Regan's remark that women 
do not understand human rights, 
arms control or other weighty issues 
being discussed at tbe summit. 

Regan had told a Washington Post 
reporter that be thought women 
would be more interested in the 
activities of the U.S. and Soviet first 
ladies than in the meetings between 
Reagan and Gorbachev. 

Asked about the remarks by his 
chief of staff, Reagan said, “I don't 
thinkr he meant for it to be inter- 
preted in that way at all. He was 
simply adding to that interest, that 
they also had an interest in children 
and a human touch. I think that I 
know his views on the entire subject 
better than most.” 

Gorbachev also was asked what he 
thought of the Regan remarks. 

“My view,” he said, “is that both 
men and women in the United States 
and tbe Soviet Union, all over the 
world, are interested in having peace 
for themselves and being sure that 
peace would be kept stable and last- 
ing for the future, and for that they 
are interested in the reduction of 
countless weapons that we have.” 

Regan, through an aide, declined 
an opportunity to amplify or clarify _ 
his remarks in The Post. 

Nancy Reagan said she had not 
seen The Post story. But asked 
whether women concerned them- 
selves with substantive issues, she 
replied, Tm sure they do.”

CordiaHtyraises hope of closer ties 


GENEVA (Reuter). - The secrecy 
dnd intimacy in which Ronald 
Reagan and Mikhail Gorbachev 
conducted their first summit meeting 
has raised expectations of a real 
turning point in U.S.-Soviet rela- 
tions after six icy years. 

Confounding predictions and de- 
parting from the pre-arranged agen- 
da, the leaders- spent severdiroers 
talking privately, leaving their de- 
legations to cool their heels. 

Their apparent cordiality, and tbe 
news blackout on which they rapidly 
agreed, nourished speculation that 
the meeting may yield more than the 
meagre agreements on consulates, 
air traffic and cultural exchanges 
which officials had predicted. . 

But both U.S. and Soviet officials 
made dear that tbe outcome would 
be the start of long rebuilding of ties 
rather than any quick-fix arms con- 
trol accord. 

Both leaders seemed keen to over- 
come the deep mistrust which has 
marked relations since Soviet troops 
marched into Afghanistan six* 
months after presidents Jimmy Car-

ter and .Leonid- Brezhnev held -the. 
last superpower summit in 1979. 

The intervening years have-been 
maited by vitriolic public exchanges 
and a growing arms race.

GENEVA (Reuter). - President 
Reagan's talks with Soviet leader 
Gorbachev were mostly concerned 
with serious subjects such as nuclear 
arms, human rights and regional 
conflicts. 

But like most international meet- 
ings, the summit had its lighter mo- 
ments, too. Here are a few of them: 

• At the end of one of the sessions 
between the two leaders, a reporter 
asked U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz if there was anything 
he would like to say about the talks. 
Shultz sat impassively so a second 
reporter tried another tack . “Is there 
anything you would like to leak, Mr. 
Shultz?” he inquired. 

• After both sides imposed a news 
blackout, journalists in the U.S. 
press corps were reduced to asking 
White House Spokesman Larry 
Speakes about Regan’s underwear. 
Had the president worn thermal 
underwear when he received Gor- 


bachev outdoors in the icy cold, one 
reporter wanted to know. No, 
Speakes replied. The president was 
wearing his normal underwear. He 
did not say bow he knew. 

• At a news conference before tbe 
summit, Soviet officials took a swipe 
at tbe American camp's well- 
publicized efforts to prepare Reagan 
for the summit. Leonid Zamyatin, 
the chief Kremlin spokesman, said: 
“Mr. Gorbachev does not need 10- 
minute video clips to fill his attention 
span.” 

• Another Soviet official was 
asked: Had Gorbachev watched any 
of Reagan's old films? “No. Any- 
way, they’re all B-ratcd,” was tbe 


official Soviet reply. 

• In a dress rehearsal for his first 
meeting with Gorbachev. Reagan 
sat in the chair he would occupy 
while his wife Nancy, playing the 
role of Gorbachev, took the oppo- 
site other seat. “Well, you're much 
prettier than I expected,” said the 
president. 

• Reagan's son Ron reported on the 
summit for Playboy magazine, best 
known for its photos of unclad 
women. Rut be also gave his father 
one bit of advice. He suggested that 
die president invite Gorbachev into 
theyard to toss an American foot ball 
back and forth. Tbe two leaders did 
go for a stroll in the garden; bat they 
were not seen with a football. 


Ministry uncertain if Mengele dead

The Justice Ministry is still not 
ready to declare as dead Nazi crimin- 
al Josef Mengele. whose body was 
allegedly discovered in Brazil last 
summer. 

Alignment MK Yitzhak Artzi. 
himself a Holocaust survi vor, yester- 
- . day wrote to Justice Minister Moshe 
Nissim asking him to “speak out 
from the Knesset podium" and 
announce whether Israel believes 
the claims that Mengele drowned at 
a beach resort 117 kilometres from 
Sao Paulo. 

After Mengele’s alleged body was 
exhumed from a grave in the small 
cemetery of Embu. police investiga- 
tor Menahem Russek was sent there 
to provide additional evidence from 
his files. 

The U.S. government has stated 
that it accepts the evidence that the 
f . Nazi criminal is dead. 

This week, Herat MK Dov Shi- 
lansky, who went on a search for 
Nazi war criminals in South Amer- 


ica. declared, that according to his 
research, doubts exist that Mengele 
is dead. Earlier this month, Vera 
Kriegel of Dimona. a representative 
of Candles, the “Mengele rwip“ 
organization, said her group believes 
that the body may be that of 
Mengele’s younger brother, Alois, 
rather than the Nazi criminal him- 
self. 

The Foreign Ministry in Septem- 
ber sent a statement to all Israeli 
embassies declaring that this country 
has not yet decided whether to 
accept the findings of the autopsy 
performed on the body claimed by 
the Brazilian authorities to be of 
Mengele. 

The Justice Ministry spokesman 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday 
that Nissim had not yet received 
Artzi’s letter. However, Israel will 
not be pushed into hurrying about 
the case, and will not state its posi- 
tion - a final one in the eyes of the 
world - until this can be done with 
certainty, the spokesman said. 

Asked how long it would take to 


give an answer, he said it would 
“certainly be much less than a year." 
A team was set up several months 
ago by the ministry to study ail the 
documents involved, but no conclu- 
sions have yet been reached. 

If Artzi’s query is a parliamentary 
question, he will get an answer from 
the minister in tbe Knesset, but if it 
arrives in letter form, the MK will 
receive a written response, the 
spokesman said. 

In Frankfurt, the West German 
prosecute.- in charge of the Mengele 
a aid t ucjua) j tinal determina- 
tion will not be made by his office 
before next month. 

■‘We won’t be publishing a final 
decision before the end of the month 
and perhaps not until January,” 
Frankfurt prosecutor Hans- 
Eberhard Klein said in a telephone 
interview. 

Evidence brought to West Ger- 
many by the police chief of Sao 
Paulo, Brazil five weeks after the 
body was exhumed is still being 
studied, Klein said. 


U.S. considering warrant 
for Arafat over murder case

WASHINGTON. - Attorney- 
General Edwin Meese has before 
him an extraordinary proposal to 
issue a warrant for the arrest of PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat, charging 
him with conspiracy in the murder of 
U.S. Ambassador to the Sudan Cleo 
Noel. 

Noel was executed by Black 
September terrorist!, in Khartoum in 
March 1V73. U.S. intelligence at that 
time monitered a radio conversation • 
between Arafat and the terrorists 
during which the PLO chief is said to 
have given the order to kill the 
American envoy, who had been 
taken hostage at a diplomatic recep- 
tion. 

At that rime, Arafat denied any 
involvement with Black September. 
But U.S. officials have since charged 
that the “splinter group" was in fact 
operating under the specific instruc- 
tions of Arafat's Fatah branch of the 


PLO. They cited Israeli -captured 
PLO documents in Lebanon to back 
up their case. 

' A tape-recording of Arafat's con- 
versation with the terrorists in Khar- 
toum, it has been learned, was play- 
ed for U.S. Ambassador to the U.N. 
Vernon Walters, when he was a high 
official in the Central Intelligence 
Agency in the 1970s. Other U.S. 
officials have also heard the record- 
ing. 

But Meese is described by admi- 
nistration officials as unlikely to 
issue the warrant and to seek Ara- 
fat’s extradition to the U.S. along 
the lines of last month’s formal U.S. 
request for the arrest of Mohammed 
Abbas, accused by the Justice De- 
partment of being the mastermind 
behind the Achille Laura hijacking. 
Abbas is closely associated I with Ara- 
fat's branch of the PLO. j

Severe rain 
shortage 

BEIT DAGAN (Itim). - A serious 
shortage of rainfall has been moni- 
tored since the beginning of the 
season, the meteorological station 
here announced yesterday. 

In most parts of the country less 
than half of the expected rainfall for 
this stage of the season has been 
recorded, and in many large regions 
the precipitation has only been 20 to 
30 per cent of the average. Only in 
the mountains of Galilee. Samaria, 
nonhem Judea and in the Jezreel 
Valley has the rain amounted to 60 
to 70 per cent of normal. 

In Tel Aviv, 83 millimetres of rain 
have fallen, some 40 per cent of the 
average. In Jerusalem, 49 mm (65 
per cent); Beersheba, 1 mm (5 per 
cent); and Safad, 75 mm (70 per 
cent). 

Accused parricide 
to be hospitalized 

TEL AVIV (Itim). - Dan Grodnik, 
25. accused of murdering his parents 
at their home in Tel Aviv, was 
ordered yesterday by the Tel Aviv 
District Court to be hospitalized 
under police guard until the end of 
legal proceedings against him. 

Grodnik is accused of killing his 
62- year-old mother in her apartment 
on Rehov Mahanayim in Tel Aviv 
November 4. stabbing her 13 times 
with a commando knife. He is also 
accused of killing his 64-year-old 
father, who arrived at the apartment 
a short time after, by stabbing him 
nine times after chasing him out of 
the house. 

The prosecution asked the court 
that Grodnik be jailed until the end 
of the trial, but later agreed to the 
defence's request that he be held in 
hospital.

made proposals involving - a 50 per 
cent cut in strategic nuclear weapons 
but they differed widely on which 
arms it should cover. 

Above all. to reach even an out- 
line accord on strategic arms, the 
two leaders would have to find some 
formula dealing with Reagan's “Star 
Wars" space defence programme, 
which seems as unlikely as ever to 
judge by Soviet pronouncements. 

The Soviets indicated yesterday 
that Moscow no longer expects con- 
cessions on “Star Wars" at the sum- 
mit. 

An accord on medium-range mis- 
siles seems less remote. The Rus- 
sians recently tabled their first prop- 
osal allowing for some U.S. missiles 
in Europe, although they show no 
sign of dropping their insistence on 
matching French and British as well 
as American arms, which Washing- 
ton says is the main obstacle. 

In holding extensive private talks, 
described by Gorbachev as “lively, 
frank, businesslike and responsi- 
ble," Reagan spumed the advice of 
some of his conservative supporters, 
who had warned that such exchanges 
could be a trap. 

While most East- West experts re- 
gard persona] contacts as vital, the 
conservatives argued that private 
talks had lulled previous U.S. lead- 
ers into a false sense of intimacy and 
led to dangerous misunderstandings 
at past summits. 
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Peres: If Syria is ready to talk, so is Israel’

If Syria is ready to hold peace 
negotiations. Israel is ready for 
direct talks as well, but there does 
not appear to be any “real readi- 
ness" on Syria’s part for such nego- 
tiations. Prime Minister Peres said 

yesterday. 

Peres was replying in the Knesset 
to an urgent parliamentary question 
by Edna'Solodar (Alignment) asking 
him to clarity the government's 
stand on the Golan Heights in the 
event of peace negotiations. 

He said that the Knesset has 
adopted a resolution regarding the 
Golan Heights. That is the offi- 
cial and only existing Israel stand, 
and there is no reason for Golan 
residents to be nervous on this score. 

The Syrians, he said, are working 
in the direction of “what they call 
strategic balance, that is. a military 
option." They prefer international 
negotiations to direct negotiations, 
something unacceptable to Israel; 
they prefer joint .Arab action. The 
common denominator is not posi- 


tive, Peres said. 

Replying to Michael Eitan 
(Likud-Herut), the prime minister 
said that if and when there are peace 
talks with the Syrians it would be 
their right to raise the Golan ques- 
tion. but that he has no intention of 
asking them about that now. 

Peres said be had cancelled one 
scheduled visit (not several) to the 
Golan Heights, but he had met with 
representatives of Golan settlements 
shortly afterwards in Jerusalem, He 
did not reply to Ei tan’s question 
asking whether he intended to 
accept pending invitations that be 
visit the Golan, to scotch rumours 
that there was political significance 
to his failure to visit there. 

As for Jordan. Peres said, no 
(territorial) proposals have been 
made to Jordan’s King Hussein. All 
that Israel proposed was direct nego- 
tiations with no pre-conditions. 
“That's it." 

Yossi Sarid (Citizens Rights 
Movement) quoted from Menachem 
Begins statement in the Knesset on 
December 14, 1981, when the House 


adopted the Golan Heights Law, 
that “the moment the president of 
Syria says that he is ready to conduct 
negotiations with Israel on a peace 
treaty, negotiations will begin that 
very moment, and nothing will stand 
in our way." 

Sarid noted that Begin had said 
that in connection with a minority 
amendment tabled by Amnon 
Rubinstein stating that the law 
would not preclude peace talks with 
Syria. Begin's reply meant that the 
law would not be an obstacle to 
negotiating on the Golan either. 
Sarid said. He asked why the present 
government is taking a more inflexi- 
ble stand than Begin's. 

Peres replied tbar there had been 
no change. The government is based 
on continuity, and what Begin had 
said then still held good today. 

Replying to a motion for the agen- 
da by Geula Cohen (Tehiya) on 
Hussein s declaration that the Jorda- 
nian flag would soon fly on the 
Temple Mount. Peres ridiculed 
Cohen for her faith in proclama- 
tions. 


Not every statement by Hussein 
calls for rebuttal, said Peres. And his 
failure to react did not signify any 
retreat on his part from Israel’s posi- 
tion on Jerusalem. Dubbing Cohen 
"the queen of doubts." Peres said 
that by her constant impugning of 
the government’s motives and inten- 
tions she herself is strengthening 
Israel’s enemies. 

The Knesset had adopted a resolu- 
tion declaring Jerusalem to be un- 
ited. the capital of Israel, and subject 
to Israeli law, Peres said. That is 
sufficient, and there -is no need ro 
repeat it every day. Peres said. 

David Magen and Yehoshua Mat- 
za (both Likud-Herut) supported 
Cohen’s stand. But after Peres 
moved that Cohen’s motion not be 
debated by the Knesset, she 
announced that she was withdrawing 
her morion "in view of the prime 
minister’s statement that the Knes- 
set and the government are bound by 
the Jerusalem Law which ensures 
Israel sovereignty over united Jeru- 
salem. that only the flag of Israel will 
flyover it."

ministry hopes that it will be able to 
raise S2.5b. in the capital market. 
Total repayment will be $2.7b.. leav- 
ing a $200m. gap. 

The budget is based on one of the 
smallest deficits ever planned by the 
government. The excess of spending 
over revenue is less than SlOOm. 
taking into account the repayment of 
debts. The total monetary injection 
is to be some S3 00m. during 1986/87. 

The following are several of the 
measures envisaged by the budget 
proposal which will be tabled by the 
Treasury: 

An end of free secondary school- 
ing introduced in 1978. Instead, 
there will be a system of progressive 
tuition. University tuition will also 
be raised to some $1,400. 

• A new fee for visits to health-fund 
doctors. Health funds fees will also 
rise. The payment for hospital ser- 
vices will rise. 

• A further cut in dty employees and 
an increase in municipal taxes. 

• Die prices of basic foodstuffs will 
go up, although moderately and gra- 
dually. 

A cut of $90 million from National 
Insurance payments to lowest in- 
come groups. The ministry wants the 
payments linked to wages, not to the 
index. 

Income-tax rates will go down by 
some 10 to 15 per cent. 

Panel: Farmers’ group 
mustnot exclude Arabs

TEL AVTV. - A fact-finding com- 
mittee appointed by Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar 
has ruled that the Agricultural Cen- 
tre, the Histadmt-affiliated fanners 
organization, must accept Arab 
members. 

The committee, which was 
chaired by Gerical Workers Union 
secretary Eliafau Re iff, found that 
the centre’s exclusion of Arabs is at 
variance with the regulations gov- 
erning the Histadrut. It ruled that 
any Arab fanner witb Histadrut 
membership and conforming to the 
centre’s marketing principles must 
be allowed to participate in the cen- 
tre and its governing bodies. 

The committee's recommenda- 
tions will be brought before the next 
Histadrut council for approval. 

The centre's exclusion of Arab 
members came to light during the 
Histadrut election campaign earlier 
this year. The committee proposed 
that the Histadrut Central Commit- 
tee oversee the participation of Arab 
farmers in the Agricultural Centre. 

Trade union suggested 
for police officers

TEL AVTV. - Jerusalem Labour 
Council Secretary Nissan Harpas 
proposed yesterday that policemen 
be allowed to establish their own 
trade union. 

In letters sent yesterday to Police 
Minister Haim Bar-Lev and Inspec- 
tor General . David Kraus, Harpaz 
said that the low level of police 
wages necessitated the formation of 
a trade union to represent their in- 
terests. 

He proposed that the union forgo 
the right to strike but be allowed to 
demonstrate and to establish work 
committees. He announced that he 
intends raising the issue at the meet- 
ing of the Histadrut Central Com- 
mittee next Sundav.

Israeli jets fly low over 
Beirut, break sound barrier 


BEIRUT (AP). - Sonic booms 
shook Beirut yesterday as Israeli jets 
crashed the sound barrier over the 
Lebanese capital a day after they 
clashed with Syrian fighters in the 
first dogfight between the two coun- 
tries in three years. 

The low-flying jets left long white 
trails in the clear sky as they streaked 
from Beirut’s eastern flank west-, 
ward over the Mediterranean at 9:32 
a.m. 

Military sources at the Lebanese 
Army Command said the jets flew 
reconnaissance sorties over East 
Lebanon’s Syria o-controlled Bekaa 
Valley before veering westward for 
the supersonic ran over Beirut. 


The sources said no bombing runs 
were reported in the Bekaa or the 
Beirut area and no fire was directed 
against the Israeli warplanes. 

Israel shot down two MiG-23S 
Syrian interceptors with air-to-air 
missiles in a dogfight Tuesday across 
the Lebanese-Syrian border. 

The Al-Baath newspaper of Syrian 
president Hafez ' Assad’s ruling 
Socialist Baath Pam- charged that 
the dogfight was a “premeditated 
provocation that heralds an aggres- 
sive military adventure. 

“This adventure is designed to 
deliver Israel from its domestic crises 
and regain the initiative to call the 
shots in the Middle East," it said. 


Mitterrand says direct talks possible 


DOHA, Qatar (Reuter). - 
French President Francois Mitter- 
rand said in a television interview 
here he believed it might be possible 
for warring Middle East parties to 
negotiate directly in an international 
conference. 

The president's interview was 
broadcast Tuesday night on the eve 
of a three-day state visit to France by 
the Emir of Qatar. Sheikh Khalifa 


Bin Hamad ai-Thani. 

If the (U.N.) Security Council 
members, particularly the perma- 
nent ones, can intervene without 
preventing the conflicting parties 
from negotiating directly during the 
conference, Mitterrand said. “I be- 
lieve in that case a link can be 
established between the two (rends 
of direct negotiations and an ex- 
panded conference." 


Mubarak: Autonomy ‘part of history 


MANAMA, Bahrain (AP). - The 
Camp David formula for negotiating 
Palestinian autonomy has been re- 
duced to a “document of history" 
because of the Israeli interpretations 
of the plan, Egyptian President 
Mubarak was quoted as saying here 
yesterday. 

The Qatar News Agency said 
Mubarak told a press conference in 
Muscat, Oman, that the formula “is 
now frozen and has become a docu- 


ment of history, because of Israeli 
attempts to change the interpreta- 
tion." 

The 1978 Camp David agreement, 
signed by the U.S.. Israel and Egypt, 
called for negotiations' on the future 
of Palestinians in the territories. 

Mubarak was in Oman for 
celebrations marking the 15th 
anniversary of the accession of Sul- 
tan Qaboos to the throne.

Tel Aviv to extend 
Denver boot’ zone 

TEL AVTV. - Starting December 1 . 
the Tel Aviv municipality will start 
placing the "Denver boot" on cars 
parked in “no stop” zones. Unril 
now, the "boot" has been clamped 
on cars in “no parking" zones. 

Dov Ben-Meir, the head of the 
municipality’s traffic department, 
told a press conference that for the 
time being, the "no stop" zone will 
cover ony two streets, Gordon and 
Frishman. By the end of next year, 
the zone would encompass 56 main 
thoroughfares in the city, he said. 

He said that it would cost about 
IS700 million to m3ke the change. 
Most of the money will be used to 
paint in the “no stop" zones. 

An average of 200 cars are im- 
mobilized daily with the "boot" in 
Tel Aviv, he said. The municipality 
has been collecting less money re- 
cently in fines because drivers are 
more careful Ben-Meir said.

The interest rate for late payments 
of bills for centrally supplied gas will 
be halved to 1.5 per cent starting 
December 1, the Energy Ministrv 
announced yesterday. 

This is the second such interest 
rate reduction this year. In February 
the rate was cut from 5 to 3 per cent. 
The ministry attributed both reduc- 
tions to lower interest rates in the 
economy. 


Meanwhile, negotiations are 
under way witb builders Yuval Gad 
to complete 190 flats in another area 
in the town. 

Some 450 families live in the town, 
some 35km. from Tel Aviv. Some 
families left following the disputes 
which had led to the cessation of 
building work. 

The work which began yesterday 
is being financed by a $3m. charity 
fund established by the Margolies 
family of Britain, the principal share 
holder in Kochav Hashomron.

Reward offered in bus-shelter arson

A reward of $1,000 is being offered to anyone with information leading to 
the arrest of arsonists who set fire to six glass-enclosed bus-stop shelters hr 
Jerusalem in the last 10 days. 

The money is being put up by the Jerusalem municipality and residents of 
the ultra-Orthodox neighbourhood of Ramot Polin. where a bus shelter was 
torched on Sunday night. Late Tuesday night a bus shelter in the Sanhedria 
neighbourhood was set on fire, causing considerable damage. 

City authorities are working with the police in an effort to stop the wave of 
arson. Police believe it may be the work of ultra-Orthodox extremists: 
incensed over the advertisements displayed on the shelters. 

Jerusalem city spokesman Raff Davara said this week, however, that there 
was an agreement with Poster Media, the company maintaining the shelters, 
not to use' provocative pictures in advertisements, but this has not prevented 
the arson. 

The company and the dty say they are unwilling to replace the burned bus 
shelters, which cost $3,000 each. There are 300 such shelters around the 
capital, and police say it is impossible to guard every one of them . 

IPolice protect Mea She’arim VAT probe

Ministry says mail mo ving faster

The Communications Ministry 
claims that mail is spending much 
less time lying around in sorting 
centres, and that letters and pack- 
ages are arriving quicker at their 
destination. 

According to a survey conducted 
by the ministry, last month mail 
averaged only IV* day stay in the 
sorting centres, compared to two to 
three days last August. More effi- 
cient organization and sorting have 
brought about the improvement, 
says the ministry.

recent months and will improve even 
more in the near future. 

Telephone exchanges in Beth- 
lehem and Jenin are to join those in 
Ramallab and Hebron shortly in 
providing direct dialling abroad. 
Since residents of those areas will 
not have to dial 18 for international 
calls, the 18 service should take 
much less time to answer, according 
to the ministry. Arab residents of 
Israel and the territories, says the 
ministry, use the international diall- 
ing service a great deal. 

In recent months the 14 informa- 
tion service, which used to be consis- 
tently engaged in the morning, is 
now more easily reached, the minis- 
try added.

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Ombudsman’s report finds apathy and partiality

A Jerusalem family receiving welfare support 
from the municipality moved house from one part 
of the city to another, and was then denied 
assistance for more than a year because its file had 
not been transferred ro the new welfare office. 

This is one of the more serious examples of 
bureaucratic inefficiency cited by State Comptrol- 
ler Yitzhak Tunik in his capacity as ombudsman, 
in the 14th State Ombudsman's Report. The report, 
released yesterday, presents a review of 5.554 
complaints examined between October 30, 1984 
and September 15. 1985. 42.6 per cent of which 
were found to be justified. The rater for the 
previous year was 44.4 per cent. 

In his introduction to the report. Tunik states 
that the rate of justified complaints is “still 
relatively high." Among the 41 complaint he cites 
in the 1 16-page document are cases of “bureaucra- 
tic rigidity, unfulfilled promises, capricious ness, 
apathy and partiality." Computer technology has 
brought a slight drop in complaints due to in- 
creased efficiency, notes Tunik, adding that “the 
public body using the computer must see to it that 
the computer is fed with the correct data and at the 
right times." 

The complaint of the Jerusalem family on 
welfare was cited by the ombudsman as a singular 
instance of “bureaucratic rigidity that caused a 
prolonged delay to a needy family." The family 
lived in the Beit Yisrael neighbourhood, where it 
was under the care of the city’s nonhem district 
welfare office. When it moved to the Gilo neigh- 
bourhood in 1983, it applied to the southern 
district office for continued support, as well as for 
a grant to help buy household necessities, such as a 
counter-top cooking range , a refrigerator, a closet 
and a baby's crib. 

But the southern district office turned down the 
request, stating that the northern district office 
had not transferred the family's file, without 
which the family's status could not be determined. 

The family pursued its file from office to office 
for about a year before turning to the ombuds- 
man’s office. 

The ombudsman found that the family's file had 
indeed been transferred to the southern district, 
but had been returned to the northern district 
without action. During the investigation of the 
case, the southern office opened a new file and 
provided the family with the aid it had requested. 

The ombudsman stated that “the needy should 


not have to suffer when an administrative mal- 
function disrupts the speedy transfer of files from 
one office to another." 

He further determined that when a needy 
family relocates, the new welfare office must see 
to it that the file is transferred immediately. Even 
before the file arrives, ruled the ombudsman, the 
new office must extend aid on the basis of the 
family's declaration of need, with further verifica- 
tion carried out by telephone. 

The following are among the other complaints 
described in the report: 

Capricious treatment of disability: A man who ■ 
suffered a back injury in a traffic accident while on 
reserve duty fought the bureaucracy for 11 years 
to win the proper disability compensation, with 
the help of the ombudsman. 

The reservist was injured in 1974 and applied 
for compensation as a disabled veteran. Tbe 
compensation officer rejected his application and 
the man appealed the decision over the next eight 
years. 

In 1982 the appeals committee recognized him 
as a disabled veteran, but the medical board 
determined his disability at zero percent. 

The man appealed the board’s decision and was 
granted a 10 per cent disability in 1983. but with 
the effective date of disability set at 1982. instead 
of the actual time of injury in 1974. Several 
unsuccessful appeals later, the man applied to the 
ombudsman last year. In August 1985 the chief of 
veterans' rehabilitation informed the ombudsman 
that tbe man's disbility compensation had been 
put in order, with linkage and interest paid for any 
missing payments. 

Broken promise to immigrant: A new immigrant 
who completed his medical studies abroad was 
promised by the Health Ministry that he could 
perform his internship in a Jerusalem hospital so 
he could be near his elderly parents, who had 
preceded him on aliya. But when he arrived in the 
country, he found that he had been assigned to a 
government hospital outside tbe capital. 

The ombudsman found that the ministry bad 
broker] its promise after it had discovered that 
despite the doctor’s new-immigrant status he was 
not entitled to have his first year's wages paid by 
the Absorption Ministry because of a previous 
stay in the country. 

The ombudsman upheld the complainant and 
the Health Ministry agreed to transfer him to a 
Jerusalem hospital for the remainder of his in- 
ternship. 


The right to privacy: A former mental patient 
won the right to bar the National Insurance 
Institute from revealing her previous hospitaliza- 
tion to her new employer during the verification of 
her disability entitlement. 

The ombudsman stated in his decision that the 
Nil must not ignore a client's desire for privacy. 
Police favouritism and illegal ari-rft: 

Two brothers dissolved their partnership with a 
thir d man in a landscaping business in Beersheba. 
When the brothers came to claim some tools from 
the third man, he attacked one of the brothers, but 
the two drove off with the disputed tools. 

The third man called his brother-in-law. a 
policeman, who had the brothers arrested. They 
were questioned in the presence of the policeman- 
relative and then held for over 24 hours. 

The ombudsman found the brothers complaint 
justified, calling the police action an illegal arrest 
and the presence of the policeman-relative during 
the investigation improper He rejected the Beer- 
sheba police commander's subsequent reprimand 
of the officer as inadequate . and said that a 
disciplinary hearing should be held and that the 
two brothers should receive damages from the 
police for illegal detention. 

The Beersheba police argued that a reprimand 
was sufficient. The ombudsman has given the case 
to tbe attorney-general for action. 

Illegal collection and deceiving the public: 

A Bat Galim resideut complained that the Haifa 
Municipality had billed him IS30.000 for "garden- 
ing" in his ann ual municipal rate charge, despite 
the fact that he has no garden. 

The city told the ombudsman that the IS30.000 
was being collected from all Bat Galim residents 
and paid - less a 15 per cent processing fee 
deducted by tbe municipality - to the “Bat Galim 
Housing Committee." This unregistered entity 
hires a private contractor to care for the neigh- 
bourhood's gardens. 

Ruling for the complainant, the ombudsman 
cited the State Comptroller's Report of 1981, which 
found similar arrangements in Haifa illegal, and 
determined that the gardening payment is clearly 
voluntary. 

He found that Haifa was doubly guilty of 
deceiving the public: by cloaking this voluntary 
payment in the guise of a compulsory rate charge 
and by deliberately concealing the 15 per cent 
service charge. No one who does not want to has 
to pay the IS3U.0UU gardening fee, ruled the 
ombudsman.

F ew Jewish pupils continue 
with Arabic-language studies 


Tsur decries rabbinate’s 
‘relapse’ on Ethiopian Jews

Only six per cent of tbe Jewish 
students who begin studying Arabic 
V-in fifth grade continue with it 
through to 12th grade. This was one 
of the findings of AJuf Mishne (Col. ) 
Nissim Atzraon, who a year ago was 
asked by Education Minister Navon 
and Chief of General Staff Rav-Aluf 
Moshe Levy to investigate the 
teaching of Arabic in Jewish schools. 

Atzmon found also that Arabic is 
low on tbe list of studies chosen by 
Jews. He attributes this in part to 
Jewish hostility towards -Arabs; amF 
to a lack of awareness that, know- 
ledge of the language can be useful. 


In the report which he submitted 
yesterday to Navon, Atzmon prop- 
oses -that Arabic be made compul- 
sory from grade seven to 12. and that 
it be included among the subjects 
which must be passed to obtain a 
matriculation certificate. 

Atzmon said that the goals of 
teaching Arabic have not been re- 
viewed during the past eight years 
and that the curricula and text books 
are unsuitable. Furthermore, he 
said, there has been only minimal 
supervision of the manner in which 
the language is taught, and teachexs 
' of Arabic do not receive refresher 
courses comparable to those given to 
colleagues teaching other subjects. 


Navon satisfied by player’s 
apology for racist remarks

There is “a crying discrepancy” 
between the directives on the Ethio- 
pian Jews issued by tbe Chief Rab- 
binate last week and the agreement 
signed several weeks ago. Absorp- 
tion Minister Ya'acov Tsur said 
yesterday. He was replying to an 
urgent parliamentary question from 
Yair Tsaban (Mapam). 

Tsur read the following sentence 
from the agreement: “If noHaiachic 
doubt arises regarding the personal 
status, ancestry, or Jewishness, of 
any Ethiopian Jew, no special act of 
immersion will be required.” 

This can only mean, Tsur com- 
mented, that there are situations in 
which no doubt will arise. 

Then he read from the new direc- 
tives: ‘To satisfy all doubts and to 


prevent slander of any kind, every 
member of the community is obliged 
to perform the mitzvoi of circumci- 
sion and immersion before (a court 
of) three." 

Tsur said he would continue to 
demand that the chief rabbis carry 
out the agreement in full. He added 
that tbe prime minister is following 
developments, having given an 
undertaking to intervene if problems 
should arise. 

The minJsier declared that there is 
no truth in allegations that certain 
groups (“mysterious" or “terrorist” 
elements were the terms he used) 
were responsible for fomenting the 
whole dispute 

If necessary, he would ask the 
government to appoint a state com- 
mission to settle the problem of the 
Ethiopian Jews, Tsur said.

Navon: Likud delaying on new TV head

Education and Culture Minister 
Yitzhak Navon has accused the 
Likud of foot-dragging over the 
appointment of a permanent direc- 
tor of Israel Television . 

Navon, who has ministerial re- 
sponsibility for the Broadcasing Au- 
thority, resumed discussions this 
week with Deputy Premier Levy and 
Finance Minister Moda’i in an 
attempt to find a suitable candidate 
. for the post which has been vacant 
since the beginning of the year. 

In separate conversations with 
Levy and Moda'i on Tuesday, 
Navon urged that there be no further 
delay in settling tbe matter. 

Tbe issue of appointing a perma- 
nent ITV director was taken out of 
the Broadcasting Authority after 
months of wrangling between the 


political factions within the IBA, 
and discord between the IBA and 
the Israel Journalists Association. 

Approximately half a year ago, 
Navon and Energy Minister Shahal 
were assigned to represent the 
Labour viewpoint in the dispute, 
while Levy and Moda'i were dele- 
gated as tbe Likud representatives. 

Labour's candidate for the top job 
at ITV is newsreader and Second 
Look editor Haim Yavin. Likud 
favoured producer/director Yossi 
Tzemacb. 

There were also voices raised in 
Likud circles on behalf of Yosef 
Bar-El, head of the Arabic TV de- 
partment who was acting bead of 
ITV from mid-March to mid- 
September. But the Likud could 
neither reach a consensus within its 
own ranks nor reach an accord with 
Labour.

Trade Ministry workers threaten unrest

TEL AVTV. - Employees of the 
Industry Ministry are threatening 
work disruptions unless their opposi- 
tion to dismissals in the ministry is 
given a bearing by the Civil Service 
Commission. 

At the centre of the workers' de- 
mands are the several dozen tempor- 
ary employees who have been hired 
by the ministry over the past year. 
The workers, all of whom have per- 


sonel contracts, were hired by minis- 
ter Ariel Sharon's personal assistant 

Yisrael Katz. 

The workers maintain that tbe 
commission sanctioned the dismissal 
of 92 permanent ministry em- 
ployees', while leaving the temporary 
workers in place. Workers’ repre- 
sentative Aharon Handelsman said 
yesterday that the places of the tem- 
porary workers could easily be filled 
by those slated for dismissal. 


Post Knesset' Correspondent 
Tehiya Party leader Yuval Ne'e- 
man yesterday accused the Likud 
bloc of agreeing for all practical 
purposes to the cessation of settle- 
ment in Judea and Samaria. 

In a statement to parliamentary 
reporters. Ne'eman said that the six 
settlements due to have gone up in 
the first year of the national unity 
coalition had not yet been estab- 
lished after 14 months. Nor had a 
discussion been held about the list ol 
seven settlements due to go up in the 
second year, he said. 

Even though Prime Minister Peres 
states in public that settlement has 


been halted. Ne'eman said, the 
Likud gives in and keeps silent. 
Though the Likud controls the eco- 
nomic ministries, including the 
Housing Ministry, it does not try to 
cake action, he added. 

"This is criminal negligence and 
unwillingness to struggle for the im- 
plementation of cabinet decisions." 
Ne'eman stated “The Alignment 
by-passes the coalition agreement 
time after time, and creates fails 
accomplis in the diplomatic negotia- 
tions. But the Likud has abandoned 
the settlement plans which the gov- 
ernment is committed to imple- 
ment."

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Terror causing ‘disturbing drop’ in tourism 


NEW YORK (JTA). - Recent ter- 
rorist attacks in the Mideast have 
caused a disturbing decline in the 
number of tourists coming to Israel. 
Tourism Minister Avraham Sharir 
said yesterday. 

He said that many Americans who 
planned to go to Israel and Europe 
have cancelled their trips, especially 
after the hijacking of the Italian 
cruise ship Achille Lauro by Palesti- 
nian terrorists and the murder of 
American-Jewish passenger Leon 
Klinghoffer aboard the ship on 
October 7. 

"There are many cancellations, 
and if we don't act now we might face 
a crisis in the tourist movement to 
Israel,” Sharir told JTA. 


He noted that a crisis in the tour- 
ism industry will have a disturbing 
effect on Israel's economy, since 
tourism is Israel's number-one ex- 
port industry, earning tbe country 
about SI. 5 billion a year. 

“I was not aware of the severity of 
the problem until l arrival here from 
Israel,” Sharir said. He added that 
since he arrived in the U.S. last 
weekend he has been meeting with 
travel industry executives and the 
managements of TWA and Pan Am 
in an effort to encourage more 
Americans to come to Israel. 

He said that Pan Am and TWA 
have followed the El AJ example and 
have installed new security measures 


on their flights to Israel and else- 
where. “And once the tourist is in 
Israel itself, he is the safest in the 
world." the minister said. 

Sharir said that Israel had hoped 
for about 500,000 American tourists 
in 1985. But. be . warned, if the 
present trend of cancelling trips con- 
tinues, “we will not be able to reach 
that goal.” He pointed out that last 
year, 405.000 American tourists vi- 
sited Israel. 

At a meeting here yesterday with 
the heads of 55 major Jewish com- 
munities and organizations, Sharir 
received a pledge that an effort 
would be made over the next- two 
years to bring an additional 100,000 
American Jewish tourists to Israel. 


Nazi war-crimes panel to visit Soviet Union 


MONTREAL (JTA). - Former 
Supreme Court justice Jules De- 
schenes .announced yesterday that 
he is sending two of his deputies to 
the Soviet Union, and possibly to 
other Eastern European countries, 
to seek evidence relating to the cases 
of eight Canadians of Ukrainian ori- 
gin suspected of war crimes while in 
die service of the Nazis during World 
WarU.

Star-gazers sight 
Halley’s Comet

Several hundred visitors to the 
Givatayim Observatory on Tuesday 
evening got a glimpse of Halley's 
Comet, which is now approaching 
the earth. Only a hazy mist is visible 
at present, however, since the comet 
is approaching head first. 

Observatory director Yigael Pat- 
el explained that the comet's long 
tail is not yet visible but that as the 
comet gets closer to the earth it will 
be seen more clearly. 

Pat-El said that at present the 
comet can be seen only with a tele- 
scope or binoculars, but on the last 
night of Hannuka, December 14. it 
will be visible to the naked eye. He 
advises going out of the city so that 
lights will not disturb the view. 

After December the comet will 
disappear behind the sun, and will 
reappear in late March. 

Pat-El added that Halley’s Comet, 
which appears every 76 years, is less 
visible this, time around because of 
the sun's reflection. 

Tbe Givatayim Observatory is 
open to the public every Tuesday 
from 8 p.m. -1U p.m.

Tuition fees reduced

Weinberger | Tribal clashes add to death toll in S. Africa 

feeling heat 
for letter 
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WASHINGTON l Reuter ). - Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger, 
architect of President Reagan's milit- 
ary buiid-up and the main adminis- 
tration figure missing from the Gene- 
va superpower summit, appears to be 
facing the biggest crisis of his five 
years in charge of the Pentagon. 

Widely published reports say that 
State Department and White House 
moderates on arms spending and 
superpower detente are drawing 
closer to Reagan, while Weinberger 
comes under increasing criticism 
from Congress over his big-spending 
policies. 

The Pentagon denies that the 
diminutive, tough and courtly 
Weinberger, 68, is even considering 
quitting under fire. 

However, recent events in 
Washington and in Geneva have 
promoted reports that his influence is 
waning at the White House. There is 
growing speculation the conservative 
millionaire lawyer may return to pri- 
vate life next year. 

Weinberger, a leading administra- 
tion sceptic on the value of U.S.- 
Soviet arms-control treaties, was left 
at home to handle routine chores 
while Reagan met Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev in Geneva this 
week for the crucial first superpower 
summit for six years.

Pentagon aides said he had not 
expected to go to the talks. But inde- 
pendent sources said they believed 
that Weinberger had fought hard to 
be on the Geneva team. 

Weinberger appears to worry that 
other presidential advisers at 
Reagan's side in Geneva do not share 
bis distrust of Soviet adherence to 
past arms-control agreements. 

He attracted unfavourable public- 
ity when someone leaked a letter he 
had written to Reagan on the eve of 
'the summit, accompanying a Penta- 
gon report on alleged Soviet treaty 
'.violations, arguing against full U.S. 
compliance with key arms control 
agreements. 

Weinberger denied that he had 
anything to do with the leak, which 
struck some officials with Reagan - 
as well as their Kremlin counterparts 
- as an attempt to torpedo the sum- 
mit. 

"Hell no," he retorted. But doubts 
persist over the future of the man 
nicknamed "Cap the Knife" from 
his days slashing spending for Presi- 
dent Nixon. 

"The president loves Cap. He 
appreciates the man’s loyalty and his 
past toughness on spending,’’ an 
Administration official told Renters. 

"The president would never fire 
him bnt it seems that he (Weinber- 
ger) is being pushed to the fringe by 
some wbo are dose to the Oval 
Office." he said. 

U.S. comic actor 
Stepin Fetchit, 83 

LOS ANGELES (Reuter). - Black 
film comedian Stepin Fetchit. who 
achieved stardom in the 1930s by 
playing a shuffling, slow-witted char- 
acter. died in hospital here on 
Wednesday after a long illness. He 
was S3.

DURBAN (Reuter). - At least 11 
people died yesterday in tribal fight- 
ing at a densely-populated shanty 
town south of Durban, police and 
hospital sources said. 

Five bodies were brought to a 
Durban hospital and police found six 

others, at Malagazi. where 
20.000 squatters, most of them 
black, have set up shacks on hilly 
scrubland. 

The victims had all been hacked to 
death in the fighting between Zulu 
and Pondo tribesmen. 

Police said the clash erupted after 
months of tension and followed the 
stabbing of a Pondo chief. The 
Zulus, the predominant tribe in Nat- 
al. want the Pondos. whose tribe 


originates in the Eastern Cape, to 
leave Malagas. 

Police described the situation as 
tense, and local shopkeepers said 
many squatters were fleeing the area 
fearing further violence. 

In Johannesburg's black Soweto 
township, meanwhile, tension 
mounted at the vast Baragwanath 
Hospital as doctors and other skilled 
medical staff demanded a meeting 
with administrators to protest 
against last week's sacking of auxili- 
ary workers and student nurses who 
had demonstrated over pay and con- 
ditions. 

A spokesman for the Health 
Workers' Association said about 300 
doctors and other senior staff bad 


threatened to strike unless they 
could discuss the crisis with hospital 
administrators. 

The South African Medical and 
Dental Council said that if doctors 
went on strike they could face pro- 
secution and would risk jail and 
being struck off the medical register. 

Troops have been called into 
Baragwanath. the largest hospital in 
the Southern Hemisphere, to do the 
work of some of the 1,500 sacked 
auxiliaries. 

In Cape Town, meanwhile, a com- 
mittee of the President's Council, an 
official advisory body, has urged the 
scrapping of laws discriminating 
against black businessmen. 

In a report on small-business de- 


velopment, the committee said all 
businessmen in South Africa should 
be able to operate without restric- 
tion on the basis of colour. 

The report singles out laws that 
zone geographical areas by race. 
"They are of extreme importance 
because they deny Asian. Black and 
Coloured (mixed-race) businessmen 
and potential businessmen access to 
the economically dominant areas of 
the country.'' it said. 

The committee of the President’s 
council, a body that advises Presi- 
dent P.W. Botha and is dominated 
by the ruling National Party, called 
for an urgent inquiry into amend- 
ments necessary to end discrimina- 
tion. 


18 die as Moslem fanatics 
clash with police in Malaysia 


KUALA LUMPUR (Reuter). - 
Police and Moslem extremists chant- 
ing “Allah-u-Akhbar” (God is 
Great) battled over the anest of a 
preacher in Malaysia's worst blood- 
bath in 16 years. leaving 18 people - 
including the preacher - dead. 

Deputy Prime Minister Musa 
Hitam told parliament yesterday 
that Wednesday's fighting in north- 
ern Kedah state was a “black mark" 
in Malaysia's history. He said the 
government would monitor religious 
activities more closely. 

The clash underscored strains 
faced by the moderate Malaysian 
government challenged by increas- 
ing racial and religious polarization 
which is aggravated by rising Islamic 
fundamentalism in a polyglot nation 


only half-Moslem. 

The melee was sparked as 200 
police stormed the fortified com- 
pound of fundamentalist leader 
Ibrahim M ah mood and were met 
with a storm of arrows, petrol bombs 
and flaming torches by 400 suppor- 
ters seeking to prevent the 
preacher's arrest, officials said. 

Ibrahim, 45. a noted fundamental- 
ist preacher wanted for “extremist 
missionary activities'' had been 
under police observation for’ 
months, officials said. Ibrahim died 
id the fighting along with 13 of his 
followers. 

Four policeman also died, two 
ambushed by shotgun blasts at close 
range as they approached Ibrahim to 
arrest him. 



Colombia promised more aid 
as survivor-search continues 




BOGOTA (Reuter). - Colombia 
bas won promises of more interna- 
tional aid for the survivors of tbe 
devastating volcanic eruption which 
killed 22.000 people last week. 

President Belisario Betancur 
announced that the world bank and 
the Inter-American Development 
Bank had agreed to re-route part of 
SI. 2 billion in existing credits to 
rebuild villages in the shadow of the 
killer Nevado Del Ruiz volcano. 

“We are talking about a need for 
help for 8,000 people made home- 
less," Paul Bell, regional adviser for 
disaster preparedness of the U.S. 
Agency for International Develop-’ 
ment (AID) told reporters. 

The government had previously 
said up to 50,000 people were made 
homeless by the avalanche of mud 
that thundered down the volcano, 
andobliterated tbe town of Armero. 

Meanwhile, at the foot of the 
volcano, the gruesome, desperate 
search for survivors continued 
yesterday as mud hardened over the 
31 square kilometre disaster area, 
now under military control. 

Rescue teams used heat-seeking 
devices to try to locate any remain- 
ing survivors, troops patrolled the 
zone, protecting abandoned houses 
from looters, who risked being shot 
on sight. 


Two nuns were rescued and a 
woman and her two daughters were 
hoisted to safety Tuesday after being 
marooned on their farm which had 
been spared by the mud. 

Health authorities played down 
the risk of epidemics from the 
thousands of decomposed, rotting 
bodies in Armero, saying there was 
no need to fumigate the area. 

LLS. AID official Bell, quoting a 
World Health Organization doctor, 
said, “no epidemic is ever initiated 
by a disaster.” 

In another development, about 
360 villagers in Papua New Guinea 
were evacuated as lava flowed down 
tbe slopes of Mount Lflawan volcano 
yesterday. 

Official said the flow was moving 
towards hamlets on the eastern side 
of the volcano on West New Britain 
Island, five kilometres from the cra- 
ter. The volcano has been erupting 
continuously for tbe past four days. 


ANNIVERSARY. - Hundreds of 
mourners yesterday marked the 10th 
adversary of tbe death of dictator 
Francisco Franco with a fascist salute 
at the huge civil -war monument 
where he is buried, in the Valley of.

ATHENS (Reuter). - Athens 
Polytechnic, where leftist youths en- 
ded an occupation Tuesday night, 
reopened yesterday as city author- 
ities assessed damage from the most 
serious rioting in Athens since tbe 
Soc ialis ts came to power in 1981 . 

State radio said damage to banks 
and shops in tbe centre of Athens, 
where the youths smashed windows, 
lit fires and threw petrol bombs, is 
likely to total S5.6 million. 

The riots were triggered by tbe 
death of a 15-year-old boy, killed by 
police bullets in street clashes on 
Sunday. 

Sources at the Polytechnic said no 
figure for the damage there was 
available yet but it was expected to 
top $700,000. 

They said most of the building’s 
windows were broken, chairs, tables 
and telephones destroyed and docu- 
ments ripped up. The Polytechnic's 


Hurricane Kate wallops Cuba, may smash into U.S. 


MIAMI (Reuter). - Hurricane Kate 
gathered strength over the Gulf of 
Mexico yesterday after battering 
Cuba and sideswiping the Florida 
Keys. 

Forecasters said the hurricane, lo- 
cated about 230km. off Key West 
early yesterday, was moving in a 
west-northwesterly direction, which 
could bring it roaring into the north- 
ern Gulf Coast of the U.S. 

"The storm is continuing to grow 
in strength.” said Neil Frank, direc- 


tor of the National Hurricane Centre 
in Coral Gables. Florida. 

He said winds were reaching 
170kph. 

Kate left heavy damage along 
Cuba's northern coastline but only 
modest losses in the Florida Keys. 

The hurricane hit Havana Tues- 
day flooding streets, damaging 
houses, toppling power lines and 
flattening sugar cane fields outside 
the Cuban capital. Several coastal 
towns were swamped by high seas. 


More than 200,000 people were 
evacuated from low-lying areas in 
Havana and central Cuba after a 
state of emergency was declared. 

The storm knocked out com- 
munications to many parts of the 
Cuban coast and full details of 
casualties and damages were not 
expected for several days. 

After hitting the beaches of Cuba. 
Kate veered into the Gulf of Mexico 
and lashed the nearby Florida Keys, 
flooding the only escape route to tbe 


mainland and toppling a 100 metre 
radio tower. 

As the hurricane passed slowly out 
to sea, its winds battered Key West 
and dumped heavy rain on the area. 
Power lines were knocked down all 
along the string of tiny coral islands, 
leaving thousands of people without 
electricity. 

More than 10,000 people fled their 
homes in tbe Florida Keys in search 
of higher ground.

Large puddles of water collected In 
the main chamb er housing the graves 
of Moslem Emperor Shah Jehan and 
Queen Mumtaz Mahal as the dome 
developed a leak on October 10. The 
water constantly had to be mopped 
because there is no drainage system 
in the 332-year-old monument in 
Agra, about 200 kilometres southeast 
of here. 

Environmentalists, however, have 
said smoke and pollution from fac- 
tories in Agra still pose tbe gravest 
threat to the monument.

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'‘THERE ARE children whose pa- 
rents don’t get divorced... then the 
child doesn't say ‘Do you remember 
how you hugged me, when you and 
mommy were still together’?"” 

EyaJ Meged’s poem is sad. But the 
hugging shouldn’t stop for a child 
when his parents get divorced. Cut- 
ting contact with a mother or father 
after a family breaks up can lead to 
severe emotional and developmen- 
tal problems, according to Professor 
Smolanski, professor of psychology 
at the University of Tel Aviv. She 
notes that research in Israel on 1 ,600 
children between the ages of four to 
14, from broken homes, shows chat 
the majority of these children are not 
as well adjusted as children who 
grow up with both parents. Most 
children of divorced parents have a 
lower self-image, are more fright- 
ened and are lower achievers at 
school, when compared to children 
from two-parent families in their 
same socio-economic group. 

However, 34 per cent of the chil- 
dren studied proved that this does 
not have to be so. This group was as 
well adjusted as their peers from 
two-parent homes, and achieved 
equally high grades at school, or 
higher. They also did not have any 
unusual emotional problems. 

According to Smolanski. the 
reasons for these statistics are clear. 
The kids who can cope are those who 
have continued to be close to both 
parents after the divorce. This group 
of children views their parents' di- 
vorce as the best solution to the 
terrible trauma that preceded it. 

The less a child communicates 
with a parent after the divorce, the 
more pressing will be his problems, 
she explains. A third of the children 
interviewed - those with the most 
severe social, emotional and educa- 
tional handicaps - said that they only 
felt attached to the parent with 
whom they lived. They also prefer- 
red the pain preceding the divorce to' 
the pain of separation afterwards. 
These children also resisted the idea 
of professional counselling, having 
beard from the adult in their lives ; 
that accepting assistance was like j 
admitting defeat. In contrast, the 
children who adjusted best to life , 
after their parents’ divorce had no 
qualms about speaking to social 
workers - and the children's parents, 
also, did not hesitate to turn to 
trained help. 

Prof. Smolanski was speaking at a 
recent open forum of die Asso ciatio n ; 
of Men for Fair Divorce (AMFD), 
held under the auspices of. the 
Municipality of Tel Aviv. The asso- j 
dation, formed two and a half years 
ago, is one of mutual self-help, de- 
signed to strive for equality of men 
and women in the process of divorce, 
and afterwards. Its 1,000 members 
are all either in the process of getting 
divorced, or are divorced, with or 
without new families. 

“We are not an anti- women .orga- 
nization." stresses Dr. Benny 
Yakov, sorial psychologist at Tel 
Aviv University, and head of the 
assoriation. “In fact, many women 
are involved with us - the wives of 
divorced fathers, grandmothers who 
are denied access to grandchildren, 
and other female members of a di- 
vorced man’s family. Our organiza- 
tion fights against inequality of any 
kind, and gives support, advice and 
feedback to all its members." 

The AMFD is based largely in Tel j 
Aviv, with core branches in Jeru- 
salem . Haifa and Rehovot. The sym- • 
posium. the first of its kind, was 
aimed at broadening the scope of the 
organization. The evening attracted 
over 300 people - men and women - 
who crammed into the auditorium of 
Yad Leb anim . “Equality in Parent- 
hood," the subject under discussion, 
was especially relevant to those who 
have been relegated by the courts to 
becoming a “lunar park father,” savs 
Yakov, who was one of the panel of 
five who addressed the audience. 

Yakov hit out at the current condi- 
tions of custody in the country, 
claiming that they are based on pre- j 
cedent and preconceived ideas, not 
on the best interests of the child. 
“Divorce is a result of the breakup of 
the marriage of both parents,” he 
explains, “but although the two par- 
ties are no longer a couple, they both 
remain parents. Our association is 
working towards a system of joint 
custody - or at least a way of deter- 
mining which parent is more suitable 
to bring up the child.” 

: At present the law in Israel states 
that a mother always gets custody of 
her child, until the age of six. After 
that, a boy should go to his father, 
and a girl remain with her mother, 
unless a better arrangement is made 
for “the good of the child.” This- 
“good of the child” clause, para- 
graph 25 in the Custody of Children 
laws, is its Catch-22. According to ' 
Yakov, less than five per cent of 
fathers have custody rights, although 
many of the children are boys, and 
older than six. 

Rabbi Simcha Meron, former 
general director of the rabbi ncal 
court, explained to the gathering 
that, according to Jewish religious, 
law. the father in the family is the 
breadwinner. After the divorce, this 
commitment continues. Now the 
father has to support two homes - his 
own, and that of his ex-wife and 
children. Therefore, according to 
Meron, the father often has no time 
to look after the children. For this 
reason, visiting rights are usually the j 
best solution. 

Yakov disagrees. Visiting rights 
do not take into account that fathers 
sometimes live far from their former 
families. Long distances make short 
visits difficult. Sometimes the visit- 
ing rights are set for a few hours on 
Shabbat, which can be inconsiderate 
if the father is an observant Jew or 
lives in another town. 

In addition, a father who pays 
much of his salary in alimony, often 
arrives empty-handed to visit his 
child, unable to afford anything. 
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Two-way street

Alimony is another issue, with 
which the association is grappling. 
According to Yakov, men almost 
always pay alimony when there are 
children from the marriage, 
although women sometimes earn an 
equal, or larger amount. He claims 
that the amount of alimony is often 
out of all proportion to what a father 
earns. The AMFD is fighting to have 
the alimony indexed to salary in- 
creases, and not the cost of living, as 
it is at present. 

Monetary matters are only one 
aspect of a “fair” divorce, said Dr. 
Dan Schnit, advocate and lecturer in 
social work, who also addressed the 
meeting. There is also the social 
stigma involved - the double stan- 
dard which dictates that a mother 


who continues with her career, giv- 
ing up her custody rights, is a mother 
who has failed. She will always have 
nagging doubts tbat she has neg- 
lected her offspring. But nobody 
finds it odd wheD a father forgoes his 
rights to his family, compromising 
on a couple of visits a week. 

Competing to be the best parent 
may not be in the best interests of the 
child, added Yael Giron, head of the 
Association for Marital and Family 
Life Education. It is important to 
realize that a divorced parent is still a 
complete parent, even though he or 
she is no longer a husband or wife, 
and may have unfinished business 
with the ex-spouse. 

Whatever the problems between 
the parents, it is necessary for the 
child to know that once his parents 
were happy together- that once they 
believed tbey were building a dream. 
A child must feel that he was a part 


of that dream. “It is important that 
he sees pictures in an album that 
show his parents laughing together, 
arm in arm, and he realizes that he 
started life just like any other child ,” 
stresses Smolanski. “And then, after 
Che dream dissolves, the child must 
be assured that both parents still love 
him, although they don’t love each 
other. A mother can tell her son that 
his father is ‘revolting’ and *a dirty 
rat.' but she must add tbat he loves 
his child dearly, and alway s will . 

Divorce shatters families in all 
sectors of society. In Israel it has not 
reached the proportions it has in the 
United States, where statistics show 
that by the end of the decade one 
third of all children will live with one 
parent, while another half will go 
through a second divorce. Yakov 
says that a conservative figure 
puts the divorce rate here at one in 
six, with about 35, (WO single-parent 
families in the country. The Associa- 
tion of Men for Fair Divorce aims to 
see tbat all the parties involved get a 
fair deal.

ONE OF the country’s roost publi- 
cized divorce cases, that of Daniella 
Valend, may finally have a happy 
ending due to the personal interven- 
tion of Chief Rabbis Avraham Sha- 
piro and Mordechai Eliahu. 

Valend has been petitioning the 
rabbinical courts for close to 13 
years, to no avail. Her case was 
referred to the chief rabbis by the 
Israel Women’s Caucus (IWC), an 
organization lobbying for a halacbic 
solution for people trapped in mar- 
riages because their spouses refuse 
to agree to a divorce. 

- The chief rabbis have issued an 
order compelling Valend's husband 
to give her a bill of divorce. If he 
ignores the rabbinical edict, the case 
will be transferred to the cavil au- 
thorities. who will place him under 
arrest - until be deddes that it is not 
worth being defiant. A similar case 
to that of Valend's was also brought 
to the attention of the chief rabbis 


and here, too, they exerted their 
authority to alleviate the suffering of 
a woman whose husband would not 
give her a get. 

The IWC delegation that met with 
the chief rabbis on Monday was told 
that the rabbis are interested in deal- 
ing, on an individual basis, with 
more cases in which there have been 
long-term difficulties. 

The rabbis also expressed a wil- 
lingness to meet with IWC repre- 
sentatives approximately every two 
months to discuss divorce-related 
issues. 

Although Monday’s meeting was 
reportedly congenial, the rabbis re- 
jected a proposal by Prof. Ze’ev 
Falk, one of the IWCs legal advi- 
sors, to have women on the appoint- 
ments committee which selects rab- 


binical judges; to have women pre- 
sent in the divorce courts to offer 
counsel to the judges on anything to 
do with custody; and to institute a 
system of pre-nuptial agreements 
whereby both parties in a marriage 
would agree not to stand in the way 
of a divorce if the other party wants 
one. 

IWC head Prof. Alice Shaivi told 
The Jerusalem Post that there is no 
reason why four women cannot be 
included in the eight-member panel 
that appoints judges to rabbinical 
courts. The Israel Bar Association, 
the Knesset, the Ministry of Reli- 
gious Affairs and the Council of. 
Rabbis are each permitted two dele- 
gates on the panel. Shaivi is muster- 
ing support so that the Bar Associa- 
tion and Knesset representatives 
would be women.

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U.S. economists surprised by 4.3% growth 


WASHINGTON ( AP). - The U.S. 
economy, boosted by an automobile 
buying spree, grew at a surprisingly 
strong 4.3% annual rate from July 
through September, the government 
reported yesterday. 

The Commerce Department said 
the Gross National Product - the 
broadest measure of economic 
health - spurted upward during the 
summer at the fastest pace in more 
than a year. 

The new figure represented a 
sharp revision from a projection !u»( 
month that put growth ai .V3% fur 
the third "quarter and was up even 
further from the initial “tla*h esti- 
mate of 2.8%.

The4.3% growth rate represented 
good news 'for President Ronald 
Reagan, who has been maintaining 
for months that the economy was in a 
substantial rebound from the weak 
growth experienced in the first six 
months ol the year.

TEL AVTV. - Argentinian political 
and business leaders are showing 
considerable understanding Cor 
Israel’s position that trade between 
it and other countries must more or 
less balance. This was stated yester- 
day by the spokesman of the Minis- 
try of Industry and Trade after he 
received a report from Buenos 
Aires, where Minister Ariel Sharon 
is now visiting as head of a 12- 
member delegation of industrialists 
and businessmen. 

Sharon is to leave for Uruguay as 
soon as he finishes his talks with the 
Argentinians. 

According to the ministry, rhere 
was a considerable imbalance of 
trade between Israel and both the 
Argentine and Uruguay in 1984. 
although there has been a change for 


the better in the first nine months of 
. this year. 

During all of I9S4. Israel exported 
only $10.5 milli on worth of goods to 
the Argentine, while importing 
goods (mainly meat, fish and grains) 
valued at $41. 5m. and Israel's ex- 
ports to Uruguay were Sl.Im. last 
year, while imports from Uruguay 
were $26. 5m. 

In the first nine months of this 
year, Israeli expons to the Argen- 
tine rose to $14m.. and its imports 
from the Argentine dropped to 
$28 m. As for Uruguay, during these 
same nine months, exports to Uru- 
guay were $lm., while imports drop- 
ped to Slim.

Eshed Robotec goes

TEL AVIV. - Eshed Robotec is a 
small company with a remarkable 
product, and a most unusual way of 
raising finance. It is more than likely 
that, at least in the Israeli context, 
Eshed Robotec is unique. 

Situated behind a shopping centre 
opposite Bar-IIan University, Eshed 
employs only 10 people in addition 
to its seven founders. It produces 
one manufactured product that it has 
already sold to several major U.S. 
corporations. It has also developed a 
service product that it claims is the 
first of its kind in Israel. 

These products are sufficiently 
successful, even at the very limited 
level of production Eshed currently 
maintains, to have persuaded the 
company's management to make an 
original public offering (OPO) on 
the Over-the-Counter Market in 
New York. This despite the fact that 
it is at the earliest stage of develop- 
ment of any Israeli company to 
attempt to go public in the U.S.. and 
without having any performance re- 
cord worthy of mention. 

The public offering is also, as far 
as Eshed knows, the first-ever oon- 
U.S. company to have received SEC 
approval, allowing it to be con- 
ducted on a best-efforts basis. This 
means that the underwriters, led by 
the New Jersey firm of Yves Hentic 
& Co., are not committed to buying 
those shares not subscribed to by the 
public. 

Instead they will “use their best 
efforts to sell up to 1.75 million 
shares of Eshed Robotec for one 
dollar apiece. Of these, the first 
1.25m. will be sold on an all-or- 
nothing basis in the 90-day period 
beginning with the publication of the 
prospectus, on September 27. If they

In addition to collaring hefty ex- 
penses for their services, the under- 
writers have a warrant to purchase 
up to 175.000 more shares for them- 
selves at $1.30, during a four-year 
period, beginning one year after the 
current offering commenced. 

[n short, this form of financing 
offers the underwriters no risk, and 
allows them to get in on the ground 
floor, if the company succeds. 
Eshed's risks are also limited, and it 
has the great advantage of only sell- 
ing off part of itself to the public to 
obtain the financing it needs to ex- 
pand. 

It says much about Eshed that the 
SEC allowed it to do a best-efforts 
original public offering, particularly 
since the prospectus cover is 
weighed down with every kind of 
warning. 

It says that the securities “involve 
an extremely high degree of risk.’’ 
and that “the company is located in 
Israel.” 

With the 90-day offering period 
more than half-finished, the com- 
pany reports that its brokers are 
lining up plenty of buying interest 
and initial commitments indicate 
that the whole issue might be sold 
out inside the offering period. 

Wbat Eshed does that accounts 
for this interest, and that may yet 
justify its management's decision to 
. seek public finance, thereby retain- 
ing control themselves, instead of 
the more orthodox route of selling 
part of the company's equity to a 
venture capital firm, is really very , 
simple. 

The four engineers who founded it

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Bolivian hyper-inflation ends 
as tin crisis is new threat 


LA PAZ (AP). -The government of 
Bolivia has ended the country's 

hyper-inflationary spiral, but there is 
concern that the collapse of the 
world tin market endangers econo- 
mic recovery. Planning Minister 
Guillermo Bedregal said this week. 

He said inflation for October was. 
1%, compared to 67% in August, 
when the country's three-month-old 
conservative government im- 
plemented drastic economic mea- 
sures. 

.This year's inflation rate of 
24,000% should drop to 40% or 50% 
by next year. BedregaJ added. 

On August 29, Victor Paz Estens- 
soro’s administration devalued the 
peso by 95% . froze public employee 
wages until December, ended price 
subsidies, raised the price of petrol 
tenfold, reorganized state com- 
panies and authorized the dismissal 
of workers. 

The price of most food products 
began falling in October for the first 
time in recent memory. Eggs went 
from more than SI per dozen to 75 
cents, as cheaper foreign-produced 


eggs flooded the market. Bread, a 
rare commodity for the last three 
years, is now in plentiful supply. 

But not everybody can afford to 
buy it. The average monthly salary 
for public employees is frozen at S30, . 
while prices for most products are 
comparable to those in the U.S. and 
Europe. 

The country’s militant labour' 
movement has been dealt a crushing 
' blow. 

Bedregal said he hoped that a 
U.N.-backed plan would provide 
$157 million in emergency funds be- 
fore the end of the year. 

Bolivia, an impoverished country 
of 6 million people, has maintained 
payments to international lending 
organizations. It has, however, sus- 
pended payments to foreign com- 
mercial banks since April 1984, due 
to the economic crisis. 

The planning minister expressed 
concern that the collapse of the 
world tin market and the reorganiza- 
tion of state companies will increase 
unemployment from 15% to 20% .

Electric Wire & Cables in Beit She’an 


End in sight for strike of 
El A1 staffers in New York

TEL AVTV. - The strike in El Al’s 
installations in New York - which 
been going on for nearly two years - 
is about to end, according to the 
company's temporary receiver, 
Amram Blum. 

Blum this week submitted to the 
Jerusalem District Court a settle- 
ment negotiated with the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists, 
which represents the El AJ em- 
ployees in the U.S., but the court 
rejected two items. 

Blum and the airline spokesman 
nevertheless appeared optimistic 
yesterday. “We have solved 95% of 
the issues." Blum said. One of the 
two outstanding issues concerns the 
court's demand that the strikers who 
have been accused of misconduct be 
put on probation for three years. 
' .The court also rejected a proposal to 
take back some workers for two 
weeks only. 

The strike broke out in March 
1984, when El A1 tried to introduce 
cuts in New York in line with its 
overall retrenchment programme. 
Most workers walked out - but many 
subsequently returned. The spokes- 
man estimated yesterday that 80 to 
90 employees are still striking. 

The points already agreed upon 
provide that “the « door is open to 


everyone to return.’’ except for 21 
employees, whose jobs have been 
turned over to a contractor, thereby 
saving the company SI million a 
year. 

Hie workers also agreed on a 
wage freeze of two years and three 
months, reduced leaves and longer 
night shifts. Some of the points still 
disputed will be turned over to an 
arbitrator to be appointed by the 
U.S. Mediation Board. 

The strike had assumed a signifi- 
cance over and above that of a mere 
labour dispute. Hie workers' union 
and its roof organization, the AFL- 
QO, have traditionally had very- 
strong ties with Israel - and took 
advantage of that fact. 

AFL-CIO boss Lane Kirkland has 
discussed the strike with Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres, and the un- 
ionists threatened not to buy Israel 
Bonds in protest against El ATs 
treatment of its workers. 

Peres then appointed Amos Eran, 
now the head of the Histadrut’s 
Miv tahim pension fund and a one- 
time senior staffer at the Israel 
embassy in Washington, to take part 
in the talks. Eran reportedly coun- 
selled moderation to the Israeli 
negotiators, but also told the work- 
ers in which areas the government is 
unlikely to support them

TEL AVIV. - The Electric Wire & 
Cable Company, a subsidiary of 
Tadiran. on Tuesday inaugurated its 
new plant in Beit She’an. The plant, 
which will specialize in the manufac- 
ture of various types of telecom- 
munication cables, cost $10 million 
to build and provide with the mod- 
ern equipment that is expected to 
help it conquer foreign markets. The 
factory now employs 120 persons 
and within a year will increase its 
staff to 135. 

Electric Wire & Cable decided 
some time ago to build the plant in 
Beit She'an, not onlv because of the 


high rate of unemployment there 
(one of the highest of all develop- 
ment towns), but also as part of its 
general reorganization plan. 

As part of this plan, the Haifa 
plant now concentrates on making 
power cables, and its telecom- 
munications cables will now be made 
in Beit She’an. Ma’alot will continue 
to make wrire for the electronics 
industry. 

In all. Electric Wire & Cable em- 
ploys 420 persons and has a total 
turnover of more than $30m. a year. 1 
Of this only about 7% is exported at 
present, mainly in the form of elec- 
tronic wires.

HAIFA. - The Ports Authority is 
four-square in favour of an Ashdod 
port expansion to accommodate the 
country's new coal port. “A deep- 
sea harbour iu Ashdod is the 
cheapest and most efficient of the 
alternatives," authority general 
manager Shaul Raziel told a press 
conference here yesterday. 

“We are working on the assump- 
tion that the government will 
approve the plan before the end of 
the year, and that we’ll be ready to 
unload the first coal ship in Ashdod 
by January, 1989,’’ he said. 

Nine Israeli construction com- 
panies, each partnered by a foreign 
concern for the breakwater exper- 
tise, have offered to do the job, he 
said. - 

- - - He stressed that not lessthan-70% ■ 
of the building costs would; jspenf 
in Israel, noting that stone and ce- 
ment would make up 50% of the 
total, “and nobody's going to import 
those.” 

Raziel said the Ashdod project - 


would cost $125 million, with an 
additional $19m. for rail sidings and 
rolling stock. 

The Eilat alternative, still being 
considered, would cost $105m. and 
another $185m. for the railroad. 
“Even if some philanthropist gave us 
the railroad as a gift. Eilat would still 
not be competitive with Ashdod, 
where the new harbour section 
would also handle big grain and 
mineral carriers. Bringing the coal in 
through Eilat would make it $5 a ton 
more expensive, which somebody 
will have to pay,” he said. 

Raziel said that the authority had 
prepared the specifications to hand 
out to the competing companies as 
soon at the government makes it 
final decision, which is expected by 
the middle of next month. If, howev- 
•er, Eilat is chosen after all, it would 
■take another 18 months to complete 
the harbour there. 

“Every possible alternative, in- 
cluding expanding the Hadera pier 
has been carefully considered, and 
Ashdod is the best choice,” he said.

TEL AVIV. - Cal (Cargo Airlines) 
will this winter operate up to two 
flights a day to Cologne to deliver 
Israel's agricultural produce, the 
company's marketing director David 
Cimerman told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. 

Cimerman said Cal expects to 
charter an El A1 Boeing 747 on 
December 1 and mil start off with 
one daily flight to its European ware- 
housing centre in Germany. By 
February the Jumbo will make about 
ten flights a week there. At Che 
moment the Boeing 747 is still flying 
passengers, but the plane will be 
towed to a hangar within a few days 
to remove the seats and galleys to 
create cargo space. 

Since May Cal has been chartering 
El A1 Boeings on an ad hoc basis. 
Cimerman said there has been a 


change in the composition of indust- 
rial and consumer goods it has been 
flying from Cologne here. Last year 
70% of the cargo was made up of 
consumer goods but in the past few 
months the TV sets, videos and cars 
flown here accounted for only 30% 
of the cargo. Now 70% of the goods 
flown here are machinery and raw 
materials for industry. 

In an attempt to attract customers. 
Cal is offering free storage space at 
its facilities in Cologne. Cimerman 
said importers could leave their 
goods at the warehouse and Cal 
would fly them here within 24 hours 
of receiving a demand for them. 

The advantage is manifold, he 
said. In some cases importers do not 
have to pay suppliers for the goods 
until they leave Germany. Importers 
can also protect themselves against 
last-minute developments in Israel.

Controls on 
some produce 
may be lifted

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. - Farming circles here 
are expected to meet with the Agri- 
culture Minister Arye Nehamkin in 
the near future to hear his proposal 
to abolish controls on a number of 
agricultural products. 

The spokesman of the Agriculture 
Ministry was not willing to reveal 
details. 

Addressing the Knesset Economic 
Committee yesterday, Nehamkin 
stated that he was wilting to abolish 
the production planning, quotas and 
controls for certain produce and 
allow farmers to grow and sell these 
wherever they wanted. 

Although be refused to reveal 
what these items would be. he 
emphasized what they would not be 
- basic fruits and vegetables, pota- 
toes, eggs, milk and poultry. 

Under the present cooperative 
agriculture system, .produce grown 
by mosbavim and kibbutzim is sent • 
through a central marketing body 
such as Tnuva and is under the 
control of the ministry's various . 
marketing and production boards. 

South Africa cuts 
bank rate to 13% 

PRETORIA (Reuter). - South Afri- 
ca Tuesday cut its key interest rate 
in what economists railed another 
move to stimulate the economy and 
reduce unemployment. 

The Reserve (Central) Bank said 
it had cut the bank rate to 13% from 
14%, effective today. 

Two major commercial banks said 
last week they were cutting their 
prime lending rates to 16.5% from 
17.5% from November 25 in anti- 
cipation of a bank rate cut. 


Bonds continue their rise

TEL AVTV. - Bonds continued their 
slow and apparently relentless 
march upwards, once again tacking 
on half a percent or so to the main 
indices in the bond market. Shares 
were quietly mixed and the Treasury 
bill market was dormant. 

The bond market has over the past 
week assumed a new pose. It is 
quietly squirrelling away small rises 
on a daily basis, with the volume 
swinging around the IS5 billion daily 
mark. Most of the turnover is con- 
centrated in index-linked bonds. 

The quasi-bonds of the “arrange- 
ment" group are also beginning to 
benefit from the new trend, and 
yield levels have dropped below 
14% in most rases. If the pattern 
continues for a few more days, it 
might be possible to speak of a new 
development in the capital markets, 
with implications for the economy as 
a whole. 

Meanwhile, in the share market, 
yesterday’s session passed without 
incident. Volumes were very low, 
particularly in the "arrangement" 
shares, and the overall advance/ 
decline ratio was nearer to even than 
for some days past. 

Treasury bills, in contrast, have no 
doubt where to go - nowhere. The 
yield levels on the series with several 
weeks to redemption barely change: 
although the yield on the shortest 
dated bill keeps going up, reaching 
3.63% yesterday, with six days re- 
maining to its expiry.

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A Syrian message 

THE TEMPTATION should be resisted to link Tuesday’s 
Syrian-Israeli aerial clash over Lebanon, which resulted in the 
downing of two MiG-23s. directly with the Reagan-Gorbachev 
summit that opened in Geneva that day. 

It seems obvious enough that Israel, for its part, had no 
reason to trigger a military incident that might draw the U.S. 
and Soviet leaders into a more detailed review of the “volatile” 
Middle East situation than they had intended. Such a review 
might in turn produce, sooner or later, and even against 
America’s better judgment, a resumption of the super-power 
effort to impose terms of settlement on the parties to the 
Arab-Israel dispute. 

This would be utterly anathema to Israel. The only good 
explanation for the Israeli F-I?s blasting the Syrian fighters is 
the one officially given: that when they did so, they had no 
choice. Although the Syrian airforce, in an apparent reversal of 
policy, had for some time now been stepping up attempts to 
interfere with what Israel views as routine and legitimate air 
patrols in Lebanon’s skies, Tuesday was the first occasion the 
MiG-23s were threatening. 

In recent weeks the airforce, as its commanding officer, Aluf 
Amos Lapidot, has disclosed, aborted a number of reconnaiss- 
ance missions over Lebanon rather than engage the Syrians. 
This week’s dogfight, then, originated in a deliberate reversal 
of Israel’s policy, and amounted to a warning to Damascus: So 
far, and no further. Syria's claim to dominate Lebanese 
airspace will not be accepted. 

Those who took that decision evidently did not take into 
account, or intentionally ignored, the possible impact on the 
Geneva summit. This, admittedly, may have been a mistake. 

Was it the Syrians, then, who - perhaps with Soviet 
encouragement - arranged to drop this little Middle East bomb 
on Geneva’s “green table?” There is no solid evidence for this 
hypothesis either. 

President Hafez Assad’s eyes, as Premier Shimon Peres 
observed in the Knesset yesterday, are still focused not on the 
peace process but on the acquisition of a military option, 
termed “strategic equilibrium.” 

Syria’s obduracy is no bar to Israel's reiterating its constant 
readiness to enter into direct peace negotiations with Syria, and 
Mr. Peres did so again yesterday. The premier would not be 
drawn into spelling the terms of a possible peace, if only 
because these are a matter of dispute within the government. 
But he refused to commit himself in advance, though bidden to 
do so by Geula Cohen, to oppose the return of any portion of 
the Golan to the Syrians. 

Sooner or later he may be forced to speak his mind on what is 
a reasonable basis for peace with Syria, the strongest Arab 
military power. And he would have to go no further than to 
quote from the Alignment’s last election platform. 

This amounts to the following. The Golan is no part of 
historic Eretz Yisrael, not any more than the Kingdom of 
Jordan east of the river. The Golan Law is binding internally, so 
long as it has not been abrogated or amended, but it has no 
international validity. On the other hand the experience of the 
years 1948-1967 has shown that the Golan, while not essential 
to Syria's defence, is absolutely vital to Israel's, and this 
country will never again allow it to become a springboard for 
aggression against itself. The cession of a small, and strategical- 
ly unimportant, portion of the Golan to Syria, may, however, 
be negotiated. 

It is by no means a foregone conclusion that the Soviet 
Union, Syria's indispensable ally, would turn down flat such a 
proposal. And to the extent that it is the Golan, and not Israel’s 
very existence, that feeds Syrian belligerence, such a proposal 
would rob Syria of any excuse to prepare for war. But there is 
no evidence that the Golan is in fact the issue with Syria. 


The old lament 

THE LATEST state ombudsman report, unveiled yesterday, 
makes dreary reading. In the fourteen years since the creation 
of his office, the state ombudsman - on the evidence supplied 
by the incumbent. State Comptroller Yitzhak Tunik- does not 
appear to have done much to eradicate “bureaucratic rigidity, 
unfulfilled promises, capriciousness, apathy and partiality.” 

As in previous years, nearly one half of all complaints filed by 
the public were found to be justified. Many of the complaints 
are shocking indeed. 

It may be argued that a few rotten apples need not condemn 
the entire basket. Certainly the ombudsman, if he put his mind 
to it, and perhaps he should — could also find examples of 
bureaucratic excellence in the country’s system of public 
administration. But this will not reassure the public whose trust 
has been undermined by the frequency with which it encounters 
“capriciousness, apathy and partiality.” 

Most depressing is the fact that Mr. Tunik himself does not 
hold out much hope for improvement. 

The only encouraging aspect of the report is the absence of 
corruption among the ills reported to be afflicting the country’s 
bureaucracy. Many countries around the world would have 
good reason to envy us that.

that any similar legal move against 
Arafat is unlikely. They noted that 
U.S. intelligence sources might be 
compromised in publicly releasing 
the tape-recording. They also said 
that the foreign-policy ramifications 
would be “too serious” in going after 
Arafat's arrest. 

Still, pressure from Republican 
conservative circles as well as from 
American Jewish political activists in 
Washington has been mounting on 
Meese to issue the warrant. They 
were encouraged to undertake the 
campaign by the Reagan administra- 
tion’s forthright action against 
Abbas last month. 

The former number-two U.S. di- 
plomat at the U.N., Charles Lich- 
tenstein, is said to have presented 
Meese with a lengthy paper outlining 
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some of the evidence against Arafat. 
Lichtenstein is affiliated with the 
Heritage Foundation, a conservative 
think tank in Washington. 

One informed source insisted that 
the Justice Department has “plenty” 
of other evidence against Arafat 
beyond the tape-recotding. But that 
source also insisted that the interna- 
tional uproar that would result from 
any such U.S. action against Arafat 
would almost certainly prevent 
Meese from going ahead with the 
warrant.

tions and recognized Israel's right to 
exist. 

The PLO has so far rejected the 
resolutions, which call for Israel to 
withdraw from the West Bank and 
other territories captured in the 1967 
Arab-Israel war, because they do 
not affirm die Palestinian's right to 
self-detennmation and regard them 
only as refugees. 

The 11- member Executive Com- 
mittee will hold joint sessions with 
the Central Committee of Arafat’s 
mainstream Fatah group, and deci- 
sions will be put to the presidium of 
the Palestine National Council, the 
Palestinians' parhament-in-cxilc. 

“The magnitude of these decisions 
is such that they must have broad 
PLO support in order to succeed,” 
one Arab diplomatic source said.

Dry Bones 



IN A RECENT interview, Otniel 
Shneller, chairman of the Council of 
Jewish Settlers in Judea, Samaria 
and Gaza, was asked what the set- 
tlers would do if the peace process 
moved into high gear and Israel 
agreed to cede territory. 

Shneller repeated - for the mh 
time - the view that any such conces- 
sion was an illegal act and that the 
government had no right to make 
any such concessions. To this state- 
ment he added an analogy to France 
under Nazi control, reminding his 
listeners of General Charles de 
Gaulle’s death sentence on Marshal 
Petain, who headed the Vichy gov- 
ernment which collaborated with 
Germany - a death sentence passed 
because Petain ceded control of 
French territories. 

Within 24 hours of the interview, 
an article was published in the Jew- 
ish settlers’ newspaper AlefYud call- 
ing on Jewish settlers to prepare for 
resistance and rebellion, while 
Kiryat Arba lawyer Elyalrim Ha'ecz- 
ni publicly declared that “a prime 
minister who hands over part of 
Eretz Yisrael will be regarded as a 
traitor.” 

The announcements of the Coun- 
cil of Jewish Settlers in Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza were to the same 
effect, if somewhat less blatant. If 
they see the decision of a parliamen- 
tary majority as being, illegal, 
citizens have the right to revolt 
against the administration which has 
lost its legitimacy. 

These statements and actions such 
as those taken by the Jewish terrorist 
group in the West Bank, point to the 
fact that these are not coincidental 
slips of the tongue. Rather they 
indicate' a definite frame of mind - 
and perhaps even a clear decision - 
of large sectors of the settler popula- 
tion in the territories. 

Neither the self-righteous declara- 
tions of the settlers' leaders, which 
came after the outcry last week, nor 
the impression created by the gov- 
ernment that it intends to act force- 
fully on the issue, can convince us 
that this line of resistance has been 
dropped or changed. 


THE DANGER which arises from 
these pronouncements lies not only 
in the possibility of a future dash, 
but first and foremost in the destruc- 
tive effect they may have on demo- 
cracy, here and now. Large sections 
of the Orthodox Jewish community 
and of the political right in Israel in 
any case doubt the value of democra- 
cy. The statements made by Gush 
Emonim and the settlers' leaders do 
not help. 

These statements should be re- 
futed by judicial action. As Jews who 
have tasted the bitter fruit of the 
failure to take such legal action, we 
must demand that the authorities 
thoroughly investigate exactly what 
the settlers plan to do in the event of 
■ a decision to cede territories. 

The police must exact the full 
price for the settlers’ incitement. 
Punishment in this case is essential in 
order to both retain the pillar of 
democracy and prevent any obscur- 
ing of what is legitimate, or - what is 
worse - any attempt to frighten the 
majority of the people into turning 
away from any real peace process 
because of the threats of a fanatical 
minority. 

It would be a tragic error to wait, 
until these possibilities actually 
occur in order to see that Shneller, 
Ha'etzni and company really mean 
to carry out their threats. It may be 
too late, and in any event would 
affect the ability of the country’s 
leaders to take positive steps to- 
wards peace. 

When Hitler published Mein 
Kompf and when Mussolini repe- 
atedly declared that he would cancel 
the democratic regime and dissolve 
parliament when he took control - 
no one took their threats seriously. 
The world paid a heavy price for this 
oversight. ■ • 

Nevertheless, judicial action is not 
enough, since we are not only deal- 
ing with possible legal violations bat 
with lines of thought and broad out- 
looks which have taken hold of large 
sections of the population. We must, 
therefore, try to refute the claims 
made by settler leaders. 


WHAT DOES the Council of Jewish 
Settlers in Judea, Samaria and Gaza 
mean when it states that a decision to 
return “parts of the homeland'’ to 
the Arabs is illegal? “Illegal” they 
say; not “unacceptable.” 

The settlers are attempting to take 
the law out of the hands of the 
elected institutions and put it into 
their own. This stance can be based 
on one of two premises: that govern- 
ment decision contravenes existing 
laws; or that in certain situations, a 
minority has the right to refuse to 
accept the majority’s decision, in 
spite of the accepted principle of 
majority rule. 

In meeting with Likud MKs, 
Ely akim Ha'etzni explained this by 
saying that the Law of Return per- 
mits Jews to return to Eretz Yisrael 
and no government may withhold 
this basic right. 

Indeed, the vast majority of 
Israelis would agree that this law 
constitutes an ideological founda- 
tion for the very existence of the 
Jewish state. Nevertheless, even this 
law was not handed down to us at 
Mount Sinai, but legislated by a 
parliamentary majority which can 
pass new legislation at any time. 

Beyond tins, the Law of Return 
does not stipulate that Jews may 
settle in any particular area, but only 
in the Jewish State. 

The settlers' reliance on the Jeru- 
salem and the Golan Heights Laws 
in their argument only serves to 
highlight its weakness: “parts of the 
homeland” is an emotional- 
demagogic term, not a legal one. 
The only area annexed by Israel 
after the Six-Day War was Jeru- 
salem. The Golan has not been 
annexed; it merely has been placed 
under Israeli law. 

A MAJORITY which took away can 
also give back; there is no sanctity in 
the legislation itself, only in the 
authority of the majority. Jerusalem 
will remain the capital of Israel not 
because of this or that law, but 
because the vast majority wills it to 
be so. 

If one day the majority decides to 


return parts of the Golan in ex- 
change for peace with Syria, such a 
decision will cancel any previous 
legislation. 

No law has ever been passed de- 
daring the West Bank and Gaza to 
be “part of the homeland,” nor has a 
majority of the people done so. This 
question is central to the conflict 
among Israelis, and there is no way 
to decide the issue other than by 
parliamentary majority. 

General de Gaulle announced in 
June 1940 that be was the legitimate 
representative of the French people 
and that the Vichy government had 
no right to claim French sovereignty . 
He based his statement on the claim 
that the Vichy government was car- 
rying out the instructions of the 
Germans and, in fad, was not acting 
in the best interests of the French 
people. 

I would suggest that the settlers 
leant a different lesson from General 
de Gaulle. In 195S, he rationally 
decided to cede Algeria -despite the 
fact that for generations it had been 
considered part of the French 
“homeland.” 

But where is the comparison be- 
tween Vichy and Israel? Did millions 
of Germans live in the areas ceded 
by Petain? Has Israel been occupied 


by the Arabs, and are they forcefully 
preventing the legitimate govern- 
ment of Israel from freely deciding 
what is in the best interests of the 
Israel people? 

THE ENGLISH philosopher John 
Locke contends that a minority of 
patriots loyal to the idea of liberty 
has a “right of rebellion” when the 
sovereign forces bis will on the peo- 
ple through dictatorial control. . \ 

On the day the Israeli government 
decides to exchange territories for 
peace, it will not be under compul- 
sion. it will represent the will of the 
majority of the people. All the set- 
tlers’ explanations cannot hide the 
simple fact that what they are 
attempting to do is to frighten the 
public with talk of a civil war in order 
to prevent the possibility of free and 
balanced decision-making - in other 
words, the exact oposite of Locke's 
“right of rebellion. ” 

It will not be surprising, then, if 
the elected government of Israel 
refuses to give in to the threats of a 
minority and in good time destroys 
the centres of incitement uncovered 
so blatantly in recent weeks.

ABETTER ELECTORAL SYSTEM 


To die Editor The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - “To American Jews, Amer- 
ica is home. There, exist their thriv- 
ing roots; there, is the country which 
they have helped to build; and there, 
they share its fruits and its destiny.” 

Jacob Blaustein, a leader of the 
American Jewish Committee, wrote 
these words in 1950. Nothing is sur- 
prising about that; the American 
Jewish Committee is not a Zionist 
organization. What is surprising, 
however, is that David Ben-Gurion, 
then prime minister of Israel, 
attached his signature to Blaustein’s 
statement, as part of a mutual agree- 
ment on the U.S. Jewry-Israel rela- 
tionship. 

According to historian Naomi 
Cohen in her 1975 publication, 
American Jews and the Zionist Idea, 
this document was regarded as a 
“Zionist and non-Zionist accord on 
the aliya issue.'' Indeed, “Aware 
that impressive support could be lost 
if men like Blaustein were alienated, 
Ben-Gurion admitted that the con- 
cept of the ’ingathering of the exiles' 
did not apply to American Jews.” 
Perhaps most disturbingly, Cohen 
writes: “The entente itself was reaf- 
firmed by Ben-Gurion and by his 
successor, Levi Eshkoi.” 

One can hardly fault Ben-Gurion 
'for this matter in 1950. At the time 
the Jewish state was new, struggling 
and desperate for foreign cash; to 
offend Diaspora donors for the sake 
of the “ Zionist idea” would have 
been highly unpractical. Today, 
however, in 1985, a large Western 
aliya must be seen by all Lovers of 
Zion as both a practical and an 
ideological imperative; our industry, 
our security and our democratic way 
of life would all he greatly enhanced 
by a sizeable influx of American 
Jews. Whether U.S. aliya is a 
reasonable expectation ^debatable . 
However, the real issue here Is the 
actions or lack thereof by Israel's 
leadership towards attaining this 
dream. Cohen indicates that the 
“entente” between Israel and the 
Diaspora fund-raisers, to the detri- 
ment of American Zionism, was 
clearly binding for several years; one 
cann ot be certain that such an agree- 
ment isn’t in force today. 

Telem, the Movement for Zion- 
ist Fulfilment, a non-partisan Zionist 
movement working towards re- 
establishing Zionism and aliya as 
Jewish and national priorities, de- 
mands an accounting. We call upon 
the leadership of the World Zionist 
Organization, the Jewish Agency, 
and the Ministry of Immigrant 
Absorption to deliver a response to 
this call. We do not seek expressions 
of support for aliya, which virtually 
every Israeli leader has made. In- 


stead, we would like to clarify the 
potential gap between words and 
deeds. . 'p any of the afore- 
mentioned organizations limit the 
scope of thvNr aliya promotion be- 
cause of an agNeementwith the fund- 
raising institutions? Is the danger of 
offending foreign donors a major 
consideration when planning 
strategy and activities for shlihim 
and activists abroad? 

At a time when the gap between 
Israel and the Diaspora widens, 
when Israel’s citizens and observers 
claim that idealism is dying in die 
Jewish state, when Israeli youth 
seem less in touch with their Jewish 
roots, our leaders must proclaim, 
both through words and actions, that 
Israel's foundation is Zionism, and 
that Zio nism stands for aliya and a 
Jewish national renaissance in a free 
Jewish state.

Sir, - As a British national, I was 
interested to read Eliezer Whart- 
man’s critique of the Israeli electoral 
system (November 12). While I folly 
sympathize with his revulsion for 
Kahanism and his desire to achieve a 
system which would make fora bet- 
ter combination of reflecting voters’ 
wishes and providing stable govern- 
ments, by making it harder for par- 
ties with very small levels of support 
to get seats in the Knesset, I do feel 
be has overstated his case and indeed 
committed a couple of factual errors. 

In the first place, he writes as if the 
Israeli system of proportional repre- 
sentation (PR) is the only type there 
is. In fact, Israel’s system is unique, 
being a national party list system. 
Most countries of Western Europe 
use regional list systems where there 
are actual constituencies which are 
then represented by the successful 
candidates of the various lists. In 
many of these systems, the voter gets 
the opportunity not only to vote for 
the list, but to indicate a preference 
for a particular candidate of his 
chosen party, thereby diminishing 
the power of the party to determine 
in what order its candidates wili get 
elected. 

It is therefore false for Mr. Whart- 
man to say that every country which 
has tried PR has rejected iL ’Hie only 
country I am aware of which pro- 
vides any sort of helpfal evidence for 
Mr. Whartman is Franoe. In 1958, 
that country switched from a list 
system to a one-member constituen- 
cy system with a second election held 
between the two best placed candi- 
dates in those constituencies where 
no candidate readied an absolute 
majority in the first election. _ 

Interestingly, France is introducing 


another form of PR, the single trans- 
ferable vote in multi-member consti- 
tuencies (STV) for next year’s 
National Assembly elections. That is 
the system which has been in use in 
the Republic of Ireland for very 
many years. It maximizes voter pow- 
er by enabling him to rank the candi- 
dates on whatever criteria (party 
membership, support of particular 
policies or any other) he cboses. 
Such a system would require Rabbi 
Eahane to obtain a greater level of 
support than that quoted in tire opin- 
ion poll to wind) Mr. Whartman 
refers to make him an MK. Equally 
important, under STV, one char- 
ismatic, if unwelcome politician 
might secure election, but there 
would be no automatic “coat- 
tailing” effect for his acolytes, as 
there is under Israel’s existing sys- 
tem. 

The third major PR system, the 
additional member system (AMS) 
whereby some of the members are 
elected by constituencies and the 
remainder chosen from party lists to 
give each party its correct propor- 
tion, has served West Germany well 
since 1949 and, incidentally, success- 
folly saw off the challenge of the 
neo-Nazi NDP in the late 1960’s, 
with the help of the five per cent 
barrier to representation. 

And so, back to Britain, which has 
& pure one-member constituency 
system with no pretence of achieving 
proportionality. In the 1983 elec- 
tion, the SDP-Liberal Alliance se- 


cured 26 per cent of the vote and 23 
seats out of 650. The figures for 
Labour were 28 per cent and 209 
seats. The Conservatives won a mas- 
sive majority of seats in the House of 
Commons on the basis of 40 per cent 
of the vote. It would be more accu- 
rate to talk of the British electoral 
lottery than of an electoral system. 

The argument always is that it 
makes for stable governments, and 
so it does during the lifetime of the 
Parliament. The weakness in the 
British system is that only a small 
number of voters need to switch 
their votes in the key marginal con- 
stituencies for one party to be out of 
power and the other one in, followed 
usually by large-scale reversals of 
policy. If governments formed by 
coalitions representing real, as 
opposed to fictitious majorities of 
the British people were to come 
about-and only PR can achieve that 
- then greater long-term stability 
and consistency of policy could be 
attained. 

I say to Mr. Whartman therefore: 
Don’t throw out the baby with the 
bathwater. Don’t blame PR simplici-. 
ter for Israel’s ills, but rather blame ' 
the particular form in use. I would 
certainly agree that that form needs 
changing and that Labour and Likud 
should be urgently agreeing between 
themselves on the nature of that 
change, before the problems thrown 
op by the system become even more 
acute.
